SHOULD  WE  PAY  MORE  FOR 

HEALTH  CARE? 


\  HE  July  issue  featured  an  interview  with  Secretary  of  Health  and  Human 
I  Services  Louis  Sullivan.  In  conjunction  with  that  interview,  we  asked 
S  readers:  "Would  you  pay  more  taxes  to  provide  health-care  services  to  the 
[  31  million  Americans  who  are  in  the  'vulnerability  gap '  and  can 't  afford 
'  medical  insurance?  "  The  majority  of  those  who  responded  said  they  would  not. 
The  consensus  was  that  the  government  should  better  manage  finances  and  reduce 
waste  in  order  to  supply  health  care.  Most  believed  that  taxes  are  already  too  high,  and 
there  should  be  stricter  controls  on  insurance  fees  to  reduce  the  cost  of  health  care  for 
those  least  able  to  afford  it. 

Those  favoring  raising  taxes  cited  their  belief  that  medical  care  is  a  "right"  that  should 
not  be  denied  to  anyone  based  on  individual  inability  to  pay.  Others  stated  that  a  modest 
tax  increase  would  be  acceptable  if  it  were  used  to  provide  additional  health  care. 


•••••••••••••••••••••••••••••••A 


Paying  more  taxes  is  only  going  to 
compound  this  problem,  not  only  for 
the  people  in  need  but  for  all  taxpayers. 
Why  not  ask  the  medical  profession, 
medical  institutions  and  the  many 
related  medical  services  to  reduce  their 
fees  to  a  reasonable  level  and  eliminate 
the  overlapping  services?  The  medical 
industry  doesn't  mind  our  complaints 
as  long  as  they  are  living  in  luxury  and 
spending  our  money.  Also,  it  should  be 
remembered  they  will  not  work  in  VA 
hospitals  because  they  claim  the  wages 
are  too  low. 

If  we  had  the  savings  and  loan  bailout 
money,  we  would  not  need  additional 
taxes  for  medical  care.  If  there  is  to  be  a 
tax  increase,  this  is  the  time  to  do  it 
because  those  running  for  office  in 
November  could  make  this  an  issue.

I  believe  tax  money  already  collected 
should  be  better  spent  without  an 
increase.

Most  of  these  people  would 
rather  have  some  sort  of  medical 
coverage  and  forget  about  the  space 
programs.

You  should  take  a  good  look  in 
your  neighborhood  and  see  how  many 
people  don't  have  health  insurance 
coverage.  The  cost  is  simply  too  high. 

About  15  percent  of  the  Troy,  N.Y. , 
area  residents  don't  have  any  health 
care  coverage.

SHOULD  THERE  BE  A 
LIMIT  ON  TERMS 
SERVED  IN  CONGRESS?

YES 


When  Oliver  Cromwell 
thought  parliament  was 
no  longer  fit  to  conduct 
the  affairs  of  the  British  Empire  he  told 
them,  "You  have  sat  here  too  long  for  any 
good  you  have  been  doing.  Depart,  I  say, 
and  let  us  have  done  with  you.  In  the 
name  of  God,  go!" 

Today,  we  are  saddled  with  a  $3  trillion 
national  debt,  while  Congress  sits  around  doing  little  good 
and  most  members  entrench  themselves  ever  more  firmly  in 
office.  If  Cromwell  tried  to  get  this  gang  to  depart,  they'd 
tell  him  where  to  get  off.  In  the  name  of  all  that  is  sacred  to 
our  country,  we  must  find  a  way  to  get  these  people  to  go. 
The  only  way  to  do  it  is  to  limit  the  terms  in  Congress. 

A  recent  Gallup  Poll  shows  that  70  percent  of  the  public 
support  a  limit  on  terms.  Sen.  Dennis  DeConcini  of  Arizona 
and  I  have  introduced  loint  Resolution  235,  a  constitutional 
amendment  that  would  limit  members  to  12  years. 

Few  congressmen  and  senators  will  admit  that  they  are 
making  a  mess  of  things  and  go  quietly  away.  Instead, 
serving  in  Congress  has  become  a  career  and  in  many  cases, 
securing  re-election  has  become  a  higher  priority  than  the 
national  interest.  In  1988,  98.5  percent  of  House  members 
who  sought  re-election  defeated  their  challengers.  And  it's 
the  careerists  who  run  Congress.  The  most  powerful 
chairman  in  the  House  has  been  in  Congress  50  years.  The 
average  tenure  of  House  chairmen  is  26  years.  Clearly, 
Congress  is  rich  in  experience.  lust  as  clearly,  it  is  short  on 
idealism,  intellectual  honesty  and  political  courage. 

Just  imagine  the  change  in  attitudes  if  from  the  very  first 
day  a  member  of  Congress  takes  office  he  knew  that  no 
matter  much  pork  he  shipped  home,  no  matter  how  cleverly 
he  exploited  the  franking  privilege,  no  matter  how  he  pan- 
dered to  special-interest  groups,  he  could  not  make  a  career 
of  Congress.  1  believe  Congressmen  would  actually  put 
America's  best  interests  ahead  of  politics  for  a  change. 

Americans  are  becoming  more  and  more  disgusted  with 
Congress  as  that  body  becomes  more  and  more  an  exclusive 
and  political  club  for  those  who  want  to  hang  on  to  power 
lor  decades  on  end.  A  Cromwellian  call  for  members 
to  depart  and  to  return 
to  live  under  the  laws  they 
created  won't  work.  The 
only  solution  is  to  enforce  a 
regular  turnover  in  Con- 
gress by  means  of  term 
limits.  □

J  seems  to  require  imposing 
I  ^  a  limit  on  the  terms  a  con- 

gressman or  senator  can  serve,  thereby 
regularly  sweeping  clean  the  corridors  of 
power  in  Washington. 

People  who  advocate  this  proposal 
accept  the  logical  fallacy  that  "new  is 
better,"  and  must  believe  that  elective 
office  is  the  one  vocation  where  experience  is  an  obstacle  to 
good  performance. 

In  our  nation's  earliest  years,  the  citizen-legislator  was  a 
useful  idea.  Leaving  the  plow  and  riding  horseback  to  New 
York,  Philadelphia  and  later  to  Washington  was  a  workable 
arrangement  in  a  largely  agricultural  country  whose  total 
population  in  1790  was  about  3.6  million  people. 

Today's  America  is  vastly  more  populated,  enormously 
more  complicated  and  requires  the  fulltime  attention  of 
someone.  Should  that  someone  be  the  permanent  bureauc- 
racy? 

A  mandatory  revolving  door  for  elected  officials  will  only 
strengthen  the  grip  of  the  permanent  bureaucracy  and  repre- 
sentative government  will  be  the  loser. 

To  deny  the  electorate  the  right  to  decide  who  shall  repre- 
sent them  in  Congress  is  to  say  the  people  can't  be  trusted 
and  we  shall  limit  their  options  by  requiring  a  turnover  every 
few  years.  To  believe,  as  some  do,  that  America  is  governed 
by  a  permanent  Congress  is  a  great  leap  not  supported  by 
fact.  Only  19  percent  of  current  House  members  elected 
prior  to  1974  are  still  serving.  During  the  eight  years  of  the 
Reagan  presidency,  there  was  a  55  percent  turnover  in  House 
membership. 

If  a  district  or  a  state  is  ill-served  by  a  second-rate  repre- 
sentative, the  remedy  is  available— the  democratic  process 
every  election.  That  the  turnover  isn't  greater  hardly  vitiates 
the  system.  Incumbents  can  be  defeated. 

If  a  23-year  limitation  on  congressional  service  had  been 
law,  the  long  and  distinguished  careers  of  John  Quincy 
Adams,  Henry  Clay,  Daniel  Webster,  Everett  M.  Dirksen, 
Henry  Jackson,  Barry  Goldwater,  Claude  Pepper,  Morris 
Udall  and  so  many  more  would  have  been  denied  us. 

No,  let  the  people 
choose  and  don't  disqual- 
ify those  who  can  bring 
sound  judgment  borne  of 
years  of  experience  to  the 
increasingly  demanding 
tasks  of  elected  office.  □

Legion  Field  Representatives  are 
on  the  frontlines  to  ensure  veterans 
receive  quality  VA  health  care.

ATEGORYB  and  C  veter- 
ans turned  away  from  VA 
hospitals  because  of  budget 
restrictions. . .  VA  faces  severe 
nurse  shortage. . .  VA  needs 
supplemental  funding  to 
continue  basic  health  care. 

When  those  headlines 
about  veterans'  health 
care  appeared,  it  was  news  to  many.  But 
the  Legion's  Veterans  Affairs  and 
Rehabilitation  (VA&R)  Field  Service 
Representatives  noticed  and  reported 
the  trends  as  they  developed,  long 
before  those  headlines  were  written. 
Because  of  their  recurring  inspections 
of  VA  facilities,  the  Field  Service  Repre- 
sentatives have  become  the  forward 
observers  in  the  battle  to  ensure  proper 
health  care  for  veterans. 


The  information  gathered  by  the 
Field  Service  Representatives  has 
improved  veterans'  health  care.  For 
example,  when  VA&R  Division  Direc- 
tor John  Sommer  testified  before  the 
Senate  Veterans'  Affairs  Committee 
about  a  VA  nurse  shortage,  he  was 
armed  with  representatives'  reports 
that  documented  the  problem. 

During  the  summer  of  1989,  when 
Congress  debated  the  need  for  supple- 
mental VA  medical  funding,  informa- 
tion from  surveys  conducted  by  the 
Legion's  Field  Service  Representatives 
swayed  Congress  to  approve  the 
request.  Their  reports  chronicle  the 
ongoing  curtailment  of  VA  health  serv- 
ices for  Category  B  and  C  veterans. 

The  Field  Service  has  operated  in 
one  form  or  another  since  1928,  but 


became  exclusively  part  of  the  Legion's 
VA&R  Division  in  1962.  Originally,  it 
assisted  in  many  aspects  of  Legion 
operations,  including  membership 
recruitment  and  retention,  and  in  com- 
munications between  Departments  and 
National  Headquarters.  During  World 
War  II,  Field  Service  Representatives 
organized  a  civilian  defense  program 
and  performed  other  war-related  duties. 

However,  their  role  has  changed  sig- 
nificantly since  World  War  II.  The  four- 
man  staff,  based  in  the  Legion's 
Washington,  D.C. ,  office,  tours  the  172 
VA  hospitals  and  reports  about  the  qual- 
ity of  health  care. 

The  reports  cover  several  aspects  of 
the  facilities,  including  management, 
construction  projects,  available  bed 
space,  number  of  staff,  access  to  care, 
and  equipment.  Once  completed,  the 
reports  are  distributed  to  Department 
VA&R  committee  members,  Depart- 
ment Adjutants,  congressmen  and  the 
Department  of  Veterans  Affairs. 

The  Representatives  arrange  to  visit 
facilities  up  to  a  month  in  advance. 
Once  there,  they  make  as  many  inspec- 
tions as  possible  and  conduct  inter- 
views with  staff  and  patients. 

"However,  they  don't  deal  with  indi- 
vidual cases,"  Sommer  said.  "They 
examine  the  overall  care  given  to  all 
veterans  and  determine  if  the  facility  is 
accomplishing  its  basic  mission  of  pro- 
viding health  care." 

According  to  Field  Service  Represen- 
tative Mark  Regan,  reports  also  include 
how  VA  facilities  manage  budgets  and 
whether  hiring  freezes  are  instituted, 
programs  are  cut  or  equipment  money 
sacrificed  because  of  budget  shortfalls. 
The  information  gathered  by  Regan, 
Miles  Golson,  John  Naveau,  and  Brian 
Tim  Jones,  the  Legion's  Field  Service 
Representatives,  enables  the  Legion  to 
prepare  for  developing  VA  health-care 
trends  which  often  become  the  basis  for 
many  Legion  resolutions. 

"We  interview  the  people  who  are 
going  through  the  programs  to  see  how 
well  they  function,"  said  Harry  Kelly, 
VA&R  Assistant  Director  for  Opera- 
tions. "We  are  in  a  non-adversarial  role 
with  the  VA  staff.  We  only  want  an  hon- 
est picture  of  what's  going  on." 

Some  believe  medical  services  for 
veterans  face  gloomier  prospects  as  VA 
hospitals  are  forced  to  deal  with  dwin- 
dling funds  and  medical  staffs.  But  what- 
ever happens.  The  American  Legion 
Field  Service  Representatives  will  blaze 
new  ground  as  forward  observers,  keep- 
ing watch  for  the  nation's  veterans.  □

Editor's  Note:  Tliis  article  is  a  rebuttal  to 
High  Cost  of  Blame  (December  1989), 
which  detailed  the  increase  of  civil  liability 
cases  in  our  court  system.

NY  number  of  social  ills 
have  been  blamed  on  the 
so-called  lawsuit  crisis 
of  the  1980s.  Higher 
insurance  premiums, 
corporate  malaise  and 
the  teetering  balance  of 
trade  have  been  blamed 
on  American  citizens 
over-exercising  their  constitutional 
rights.  Was  there  in  fact  a  litigious 
epidemic  sweeping  across  the  country 
in  the  mid  1980s? 

Let's  take  a  look  at  the  facts. 

FACT  1:  NO  LAWSUIT  EXPLOSION 

The  most  comprehensive  and  scien- 
tific study  of  lawsuits  to  date  was  pre- 
pared by  the  Court  Statistics  and  Infor- 
mation Management  Project  of  the 
National  Center  for  State  Courts  in 
April  1986. 

After  "careful  examination  of  cur- 
rent available  trial  court  data,"  they 
found  "no  evidence  to  support  the  exis- 
tence of  a  national  'litigation  explo- 
sion.'" For  the  period  1978-84,  they 
found  that  tort  filings  basically  kept 
pace  with  population  growth.  They 
found  an  actual  decrease  in  state  court 
civil  filings  between  1981-84.  Tort  fil- 
ings are  a  sub-category  of  civil  filings. 

FACT  2:  JURY  AWARDS  NOT  HIGH 

A  common  myth  suggests  thai  higher 
insurance  premiums  are  caused  by 
large  pain  and  suffering  jury  awards. 
That's  simply  not  the  case. 

In  a  September  1989  study  of  five

states  the  U.S.  General  Accounting 
Office  (GAO)  concluded  that,  contrary 
to  the  claims  of  insurers,  "damage 
awards  were  not  erratic  or  excessive." 

Insurance  premiums  have  increased 
because  of  a  lack  of  insurance  company 
oversight  on  both  state  and  federal 
levels  —  not  because  of  jury  awards. 

FACT  3:  JURY  AWARDS 
ROUTINELY  CUT,  OFTEN 
TOO  LOW 

Although  juries  sometimes  award 
plaintiffs  large  amounts  of  money,  the 
GAO  found  that  awards  were  reduced 
through  appeals  and  settlements  in  50 
percent  of  all  cases.  In  71  percent  of 
cases  with  awards  of  $1  million  or 
more,  awards  were  reduced  through 
appeals  or  negotiation. 

Moreover,  almost  all  appellate  court 
rulings  reduced  awards  for  punitive 
damages.  The  GAO  emphasized  that 
"since  awards  are  frequently  reduced 


after  the  initial  verdict,  the  extent 
to  which  awards  represent  actual 
payments  made  by  insurers  is 
questionable." 

The  GAO  also  found  that  awards  are 
strongly  associated  with  injury  severity 
and  economic  loss,  although  the  total 
amount  awarded  is  frequently  insuffi- 
cient to  cover  just  the  economic  losses. 
These  shortfalls,  reversals  and  reduc- 
tions suggest  the  opposite  of  conven- 
tional wisdom.  Americans  who  bring 
lawsuits  are  not  cleaning  up  at  our 
expense. 

FACT  4:  JURY  AWARDS  BASED 
ON  NEGLECT 

Lawsuits  are  filed  to  deter 
wrongdoers  and  to  compensate  vic- 
tims. But  some  have  suggested  that 
courts  hold  the  wrong  parties  responsi- 
ble in  liability  suits.  There  are  a  few 
frequently  cited  examples,  but  they  just 
don't  hold  up  under  scrutiny. 

Consider  the  Bigby  v.  Pacific  Telephone 
case.  Many  insurers  complained  that 
courts  were  wrong  to  allow  a  Mr.  Bigby 
to  sue  the  phone  company  for  an  injury 
he  sustained  when  a  drunk  driver  hit 
him  in  a  phone  booth. 

In  the  words  of  a  60  Minutes  expose 
on  the  insurance  industry  and  the 
alleged  lawsuit  crisis,  "there  had  been  a 
previous  accident  at  precisely  the  same 
site  with  precisely  the  same  booth." 
The  phone  company  had  left  the  phone 
booth  in  such  condition  that  Bigby, 
despite  his  efforts,  could  not  open  the 
door  when  he  saw  a  car  heading  his  way. 
The  impact  of  the  car  forced  the  glass 
inward  and  chewed  Bigby 's  leg  off.

In  most 
cases,  as  in  Bigby,  "negligence  by  the 
defendant"  led  to  verdicts  in  favor  of  the 
plaintiff.

Business  "incubators"  gather  fledgling  firms 
under  the  same  roof  and  teach  them  how 
to  improve  their  sales  and  services. 


By  David  Wilke 

IKE  chicks,  many 
of  America's  aspir- 
ing entrepreneurs 
are  finding  that  an 
incubator  is  a  safe 
place  to  start.  That's 
what  happened  to 
Joe  Agati  when  he 
moved  his  furniture 
manufacturing  business  to  the 
non-profit  Fulton  Carroll  Center 
for  Industry,  a  business  incubator 
on  Chicago's  west  side. 

"It  was  a  classic  case  of  love  at 
first  sight,"  Agati  said.  "I  was 
taken  by  the  number  and  variety 
of  other  young  businesses  trying 
to  get  started  in  such  a  friendly 
environment." 

Fulton  Carroll  Center  is  one  of 
an  estimated  350  business 
incubators  operating  in  the  United 
States.  According  to  the  National  Busi- 
ness Incubation  Association  (NBIA), 
the  number  of  incubators  is  expected  to 
triple  by  1995. 

The  secret  to  their  popularity?  Busi- 
ness incubators  offer  new  and  develop- 
ing businesses  affordable  rental  space 
and  cost-effective  services  and  manage- 
ment support,  ranging  from  shared 
clerical  help  and  office  equipment  to 
marketing  and  accounting  advice. 
Many  even  have  an  in-house,  coordinat- 
ing executive  whose  contacts  often 
open  doors  to  bank  loans  and  other 
resources.  Sometimes  the  incuba- 
tors themselves  provide  direct  access 
to  capital. 

Started  about  10  years  ago,  business

incubators  usually  gather  from  10  to 
100  new  and  developing  companies 
under  one  roof,  often  in  former  man- 
ufacturing plants,  schools,  warehouses, 
shopping  strips,  government  buildings 
or  new  facilities.  Locations  vary,  from 
urban  industrial  areas  and  deteriorated 
or  blighted  neighborhoods  to  suburban 
science  parks  and  small  towns.  They 
are  sponsored  by  private  investors, 
government  and  non-profit  organiza- 
tions, or  universities  and  colleges. 

As  a  measure  of  success,  incubators 
are  spreading  worldwide,  with  hun- 
dreds in  Western  Europe,  several  in 
Canada  and  Japan,  and  others  being 
considered  in  Africa,  South  America 
and  Eastern  Europe,  where  the  winds  of 
freedom  have  opened  new  investment 
opportunities. 

Such  growth  doesn't  surprise  Dinah 
Adkins,  the  NBIA's  executive  director. 


who  said  incubators  help  entrepreneurs 
avoid  cash  flow  problems,  a  common 
reason  for  business  failure. 

Before  he  signed  his  lease  at  Fulton 
Carroll,  Agati  considered  renting  con- 
ventional manufacturing,  show  room 
and  office  space  across  the  street.  "Now 
I'm  glad  I  didn't,"  he  explained,  "be- 
cause I'd  have  never  gotten  10,000 
square  feet  worth  of  space,  secretarial 
services  and  the  use  of  office  equip- 
ment and  professional  services  for  the 
monthly  rent  I'm  paying." 

Business  incubators  also  help  avoid 
costly  start-up  mistakes  because  strin- 
gent screening  of  tenants  includes 
evaluation  of  their  business  plans 
and  financial  statements.  This  is 
the  way  incubators  keep  young 
companies  off  the  "paths  of  fail- 
ure" during  the  early  days, 
according  to  David  Allen,  assist- 
ant professor  of  business  admin- 
istration at  Pennsylvania  State 
University. 

Because  of  the  cost  effective- 
ness of  shared  services  and  man- 
agement support,  and  not  having 
to  invest  in  expensive,  seldom 
used  equipment,  incubator  ten- 
ants have  more  money  available 
for  promotion,  inventory  and  bus- 
iness-building investments. 

Still,  some  entrepreneurs  dis- 
cover that  life  in  an  incubator 
offers  more  than  the  opportunity 
to  save  money.  With  the  mutually 
shared  growing  pains  comes  a 
bonding,  a  climate  of  hope  and 
encouragement  to  succeed. 
Businesses  participating  in 
incubator  projects  don't  have  to  pay  a 
membership  or  entry  fee,  but  they  must 
pay  rent  and  pay  for  services  such  as 
telephone  and  maintenance.  Rental  fees 
vary  from  incubator  to  incubator.  An 
annual  lease  at  the  Fulton  Carroll 
incubator  ranges  from  $2.25  per  square 
foot  to  $4  per  square  foot.  Currently, 
Fulton  Carroll  is  at  capacity  with  79 
tenants,  and  like  other  incubators,  it  has 
also  proved  a  boon  to  the  surrounding 
community  since  opening  in  1980. 

"You  might  say  we're  somewhat  typi- 
cal of  what  many  incubators  try  to 
accomplish,"  said  June  Lavelle,  Fulton 
Carroll's  manager  and  chairwoman  of 
of  the  NBIA  board.  "First,  the  entrep- 
reneur gets  a  boost  at  a  time  when  he  or 
she  needs  it  the  most.  Second,  the  local 
economy  gets  a  boost  from  more  jobs, 
business  diversification,  a  broader  tax

I  shouted  the  man  on  the 
I  phone. 

The  American  Legion 
I  Department  Service  Offi- 
I  cer  (DSO)  calmed  him 
I  down  and  listened  to  his 
HmMH  story.  The  caller's  father 
was  a  veteran  of  World  War  II,  who  had 
been  in  a  private  nursing  home  for  some 
time.  That  morning  he  had  been 
notified  by  the  nursing  home  adminis- 
trator that  his  father's  Medicare  and 
Medicaid  coverage  had  run  out  and  he 
had  to  leave. 

The  veteran  had  an  inoperable  brain 
tumor,  a  serious  heart  condition,  was 
semi-conscious  and  recovering  from  a 
recent  surgery.  Making  matters  worse, 
the  veteran's  56-year-old  son  also  had  a 
heart  condition  and  was  unable  to  care 
for  his  father  without  professional  help. 

Despite  such  obstacles,  the  DSO 
used  skill  and  imagination  to  cut 
through  the  maze  of  red  tape.  Within  24 
hours  the  veteran  was  admitted  to  a  VA 
hospital.  A  few  days  later,  he  was  trans- 
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ferred  to  a  VA  nursing  home,  and  at  last 
report  was  doing  well. 

At  times  it  seems  that  Legion  DSOs 
are  miracle  workers,  but  much  of  their 
success  is  due  to  the  training  they 
receive  at  various  schools  and  seminars 
provided  by  The  American  Legion. 
Most  of  all,  the  DSOs'  dedication  to 


their  fellow  veterans  fuels  the  determi- 
nation which  so  often  leads  to  success. 

"The  hardest  part  of  my  job  was 
learning  not  to  take  everyone's  prob- 
lems home  with  me,"  said  Indiana  DSO 
James  Shearer. 

What  exactly  is  a  DSO?  "The  DSO  is 
the  veteran's  advocate,  pure  and  sim- 
ple," said  Chester  Stellar,  Chairman  of 
the  Legion's  Veterans  Affairs  and 
Rehabilitation  Commission.  "Each 
year,  thousands  of  veterans  become 
entangled  in  VA  red  tape.  They  come  to 
the  DSO  for  help,  advice  and  informa- 
tion. That's  precisely  what  they  receive 
from  their  DSOs." 

DSOs  receive  intensive  training  on 
VA  rules  and  regulations,  veterans' 
rights,  claims  counseling  and  legal 
appeal  of  denied  benefits.  Although 
DSOs  are  salaried  by  Legion  Depart- 
ments, their  services  are  available  to  all 
veterans,  whether  Legion  members  or 
not. 

Each  year  DSOs  handle  a  new  crop 
of  problems,  and  DSOs  across  the 
country  are  reporting  an  increase  in  VA

home  loan  default  problems.  Although 
VA  officials  acknowledge  that  veterans 
are  not  necessarily  defaulting  directly, 
many  veterans  do  not  realize  that  when 
they  sell  their  VA-financed  property, 
they  must  obtain  a  release  from  VA.  If 
they  don't,  and  the  new  buyer  defaults, 
the  veteran  is  held  liable  for  the  debt. 

Disability  claims  are  one  of  the  most 
common  areas  of  DSO  involvement. 
Shearer  cited  the  example  of  a  veteran 
with  multiple  sclerosis,  who  was 
unable  to  work  because  of  the  progres- 
sive nature  of  the  disease.  He  was 
unable  to  receive  a  disability  rating 
from  VA  even  though  the  disease  had 
been  discovered  during  his  active  duty 
service. 

"I  spoke  to  VA,  but  they  wouldn't 
budge,  except  to  allow  us  a  hearing," 
Shearer  said.  "Before  the  hearing,  I  sent 
the  man  down  to  the  personnel  director 
in  the  federal  building  to  apply  for  a  job. 
The  personnel  director  telephoned  to 
ask  me  what  I  was  thinking  of,  sending 
a  man  in  his  condition  to  him.  There 
was  no  way  this  veteran  was  employ- 
able in  any  capacity,  the  director  said.  I 
had  him  put  it  in  writing  and  at  the 
hearing,  presented  it  to  the  hearing 
officer.  The  veteran  was  awarded  100 
percent  disability." 

In  processing  VA  claims,  DSOs  fre- 
quently have  problems  locating  veter- 
ans' records.  Sometimes  records 
simply  cannot  be  found.  When  that 
happens,  DSOs  turn  to  other  sources, 
such  as  witnesses  to  active  duty 
injuries.  The  American  Legion 
Magazine  publishes  a  column  called 
Comrades  In  Distress,  that  is  used  to 
locate  witnesses  to  support  VA  claims. 
Without  records,  however,  the  veteran 
has  a  tough  time  getting  anything  from 
VA,  according  to  DSOs  nationwide. 

For  example,  a  Vietnam  veteran  who 
was  wounded  in  1969  and  applied  for 
disability  after  his  release  from  the 
hospital  in  1970  was  denied  compensa- 
tion even  though  he  was  still  healing  at 
the  time.  His  records  had  been  mis- 
placed. Without  them,  VA  absolutely 
refused  to  process  the  claim.  The  vet- 
eran battled  the  system  off  and  on  for  20 
years,  but  it  wasn't  until  he  met  a  DSO 
in  1990  that  he  got  results.  The  DSO's 
experience  had  taught  him  that  when 
records  were  not  where  they  should  be, 
look  where  they  shouldn't  be.  He  found 
the  man's  medical  records  stuffed  in 
with  his  personnel  files.  So  armed,  he 
filed  the  long  overdue  claim. 

The  families  of  veterans  also  use  the 
services  of  the  DSO,  who  is  a  ready 


source  of  information  on  all  matters 
that  concern  veterans  or  their  families. 
He  works  closely  with  Post  and  District 
Service  Officers.  Often,  a  veteran's 
problem  may  not  even  be  service 
related,  and  DSOs  turn  to  other  sources 
for  help,  including  The  American 
Legion  Vietnam  Veteran  Family  Assist- 
ance Program,  which  can  place  vet- 
erans and  families  in  contact  with  agen- 
cies that  provide  medical  treatment  for 
children  and  counseling  for  the  veteran 
and  his  family.  It  can  also  refer  them  to 
the  Legion's  Temporary  Financial 
Assistance  program,  which  a  DSO  may 
suggest  when  a  veteran's  family  is  in 
dire  financial  distress. 

"Sometimes  it's  hard  to  keep  your 
perspective,"  Shearer  said.  "You  see  so 
many  veterans  suffering  from  Post- 
Traumatic  Stress  Syndrome  and  others 
with  severe  emotional  or  mental  prob- 


lems who  have  been  unable  to  find  help. 
It  really  hurts  when,  no  matter  what  you 
do,  you  can't  help  them." 

In  spite  of  the  bureaucracy  and  red 
tape,  the  Department  Service  Officers 
believe  the  VA  system  is  a  good  one. 
"It's  easy  to  perceive  VA  as  the  enemy 
sometimes,"  Shearer  said.  "It  has  its 
faults,  but  overall,  it's  a  pretty  good 
system.  I  think  most  DSOs  enjoy  a 
good  working  relationship  with  VA 
even  though  they  don't  always  see  eye- 
to-eye  on  every  case.  Without  VA, 
where  would  the  veteran  go?" 

The  easiest  way  to  contact  your  DSO 
is  through  your  Post  Service  Officer  or 
by  contacting  your  Department  Head- 
quarters. American  Legion  DSOs  are 
fellow  veterans  who  are  on  your  side, 
and  they  exemplify  the  time-honored 
Legion  tradition  of  "devotion  to  mutual

THE  UGLY  AMERICAN 


By  Michael  Novak 


E'LL  just  have  to  get 
used  to  it.  The  world 
no  longer  regards  us 
as  "ugly  Americans." 
In  Central  Europe  and 
in  Central  America- 
even  in  the  U.S.S. In- 
ordinary people 
and  even  intel- 
lectuals seem  to  want  a  system 
like  ours.  Suddenly,  they  seem  to 
love  all  things  American. 

Professor  Paul  Kennedy  of 
Yale,  in  his  theory  of  "imperial 
overstretch,"  could  not  have  been 
more  wrong  in  predicting  Amer- 
ican decline.  He  aimed  at  the 
United  States  and  hit  the 
U.S.S.R. 

Like  Kennedy,  all  the  declinists 
are  wrong.  But  they  have  unfor- 
givably damaged  our  national 
morale,  especially  among  the 
impressionable  young  in  our  col- 
leges and  universities.  It's  wrong 
to  steal  hope  for  the  future  from 
the  young  and  to  deprive  them  of 
the  sense  of  belonging  to  a  noble 
national  experiment  — the  most 
universally  attractive  of  our  era. 

Nonetheless— though  it  is  mor- 
ally wrong  and  factually  wrong- 
one  can  understand  why  leaders 
of  the  political  left  talk  of  decline. 
The  voters  have  overwhelmingly 
rejected  their  prescriptions  in 
three  consecutive  presidential 
campaigns.  No  wonder  they  think 
America  is  in  decline:  Their  view 
of  the  world  is  in  decline,  and  by 
1 989  everyone  knew  it. 

For  examples  of  the  newfound 
regard  abroad  for  things  American, 
consider: 

•  Czechoslovakia  urgently  requests 
English  grammars,  dictionaries  and 
American  teachers  of  English.  In 
Poland  and  Hungary  the  demand  for

copies  of  The  Federalist  Papers  is  insati- 
able. Mikhail  Gorbachev  has  spoken 
proudly  of  imitating  the  American  pres- 
idential system  (without,  alas,  its 
checks  and  balances). 

•  Extravagant  praise  for  American 


ideals  and  institutions  has  reached  us 
from  democratic  leaders  in  Russia, 
Hungary,  Poland,  Czechoslovakia  and 
even  Latin  America. 

Recalling  World  Wars  I  and  II  in  his 
address  before  a  joint  session  of  the 
U.S.  Congress,  Vaclav  Havel,  Czechos- 
lovakia's new  president,  thanked  the 
United  States  for  having  "contributed  to 
the  salvation  of  us  Europeans  for  a  third 
time,"  this  time  from  the  U.S.S.R.  "You 
have  helped  us  to  survive  until 
today."  Of  the  United  States,  he 
said:  "It  became  the  most  power- 
ful nation  on  earth,  and  it  under- 
stood the  responsibility  that 
flowed  from  this." 

•  At  the  beginning  of  1989 
there  were  two  superpowers.  In 
hardly  more  than  the  blink  of  an 
eye,  the  Soviet  bloc  lost  six  of  its 
military  allies:  Poland,  Czechos- 
lovakia, Hungary,  East  Germany, 
Romania  and  Bulgaria.  Only  one 
superpower  is  still  standing, 
more  unchallenged  in  its  might 
than  ever.  This  represents  Amer- 
ican decline? 

•  The  "golden  age"  of  the 
United  States  ,  say  the  declinists, 
was  the  1950s.  At  that  time,  in 
current  dollars  the  U.S.  gnp  was 
$1.6  trillion.  Today  it  is  $5.5  tril- 
lion. That  is  decline? 

•  Japan  and  West  Germany, 
they  say,  are  surpassing  us.  But 
the  Japanese  economy  is  only  40 
percent  of  ours,  the  German, 
only  20  percent.  The  per  capita 
gnp  of  Japan  and  West  Germany 
(even  before  reunification)  is  75 
percent  of  ours.  Who  would  wish 
to  exchange  our  continent-size 
resources  for  Germany's  or 
Japan's? 

•  Declining  U.S.  influence? 
Would  the  U.S.S.R.  have  left  Afghani- 
stan without  the  "equalizer"  afforded  the

LONG  the  150  miles  of 
Montana  road  connect- 
ing Miles  City  and  Bill- 
ings, the  lonely  land- 
scape stretches  out  of 
eyesight,  with  the  only 
company  being  the  big 
sky  and  passing  cars. 
For  10  hours  a  day,  four 
days  a  week,  Legionnaire  Raymond  L. 
Seerup,  drives  a  vanload  of  veterans 
across  this  section  of  1-94,  enabling 
them  to  receive  VA  medical  care  they 
might  not  otherwise  obtain. 

The  Department  of  Montana, 
through  its  bus  transportation  system, 
and  the  Department  of  Kentucky,  by 
establishing  clinic  sites  for  a  VA  mobile 
medical-care  unit,  have  helped  rural 
veterans  overcome  the  greatest  diffi- 
culty in  obtaining  VA  medical  care: 
transportation. 

"Unfortunately,  there  are  veterans 
who  need  and  are  fully  entitled  to  VA 
care,"  said  Legion  VA&R  Division 
Director  John  Sommer  Jr.,  "but  they 
live   extreme   distances   from  VA 


facilities  and  do  not  have  transporta- 
tion." 

About  80  percent  of  Montana's  veter- 
ans live  more  than  100  miles  from  one 
of  the  only  two  major  VA  facilities  in  the 
state,  said  Seerup,  VA&R  Chairman  of 
Montana.  Public  transportation  in 
Montana,  the  fourth  largest  state  in 
area,  is  limited.  And  Indian  reserva- 
tions, which  have  large  veteran  popula- 
tions, often  are  far  from  public  transpor- 
tation routes. 

FREQUENTLY,  what  should  have 
been  a  minor  ailment  later 
becomes  a  more  severe  medical 
condition  that  eventually  requires  inpa- 
tient care,"  Seerup  said  during  tes- 
timony before  the  Senate  Veterans' 
Affairs  Committee  in  November  1989. 
"Now,  because  of  the  transportation 
system,  Montana  veterans  are  able  to 
receive  preventative  health  care  before 
their  medical  condition  becomes  more 
serious." 

In  1987,  Post  4  of  Billings  recog- 
nized the  need  for  transportation  and 


purchased  a  van  for  the  Miles  City- 
Billings  route.  Since  then,  the  van  has 
logged  more  than  200,000  miles.  The 
$37,000  bus  seats  17,  and  a  volunteer 
host  serves  coffee  and  donuts. 

In  August  1989,  Secretary  of  Veter- 
ans Affairs  Edward  J.  Derwinski  toured 
Montana  VA  facilities  and  rode  the  bus 
Seerup  drives.  During  one  of  the  three- 
hour  trips,  Derwinski  asked  Seerup, 
"Are  you  taking  the  direct  route?" 
Seerup  replied:  "I'm  taking  the  only 
route." 

Indeed,  the  only  route  to  VA  medical 
care  for  veterans  in  Montana  and  some 
other  rural  states  begins  and  ends  with 
Legion  assistance. 

"Without  transportation  from  the 
Legion,  it's  impossible  for  some  veter- 
ans to  get  care,"  Seerup  said.  "Some  are 
seriously  disabled,  and  many  just  don't 
have  access  to  a  vehicle." 

For  the  past  three  yeais,  the  Depart- 
ment of  Kentucky  has  arranged  space 
for  VA  to  conduct  clinics  at  1 3  statewide 
locations,  including  10  sites  at  Legion 
Posts.  A  VA  staff  consisting  of  a  physi- 
cian, nurse  and  clerk  travel  to  these  loca- 
tions to  provide  examinations,  screen- 
ings and  referrals.  The  VA  began  this 
mobile  outreach  program  in  July  1987, 
and  the  Legion  has  been  involved  since 
then,  arranging  sites  and  providing 
additional  transportation  for  veterans. 

"Some  of  the  veterans  are  lucky  to 
get  to  the  next  town,  much  less  to  one  of 
the  big  cities  with  a  VA  medical  center," 
said  William  A.  Metcalf,  Department  of 
Kentucky  Service  Officer. 

In  addition  to  transportation,  veter- 
ans seeking  VA  health  care  in  rural 
areas  share  many  problems  with  other 
rural  residents  who  need  medical  care. 
Rural  areas  have  more  uninsured 
people,  increased  poverty  rates  and 
more  elderly  than  urban  areas. 

Some  rural  VA  facilities  have  turned 
away  veterans  needing  medical  assist- 
ance, even  some  Category  A  veterans. 
For  example,  a  Category  A  WWII  veter- 
an, who  is  a  former  POW  who  endured 
the  Bataan  Death  March,  was  once 
denied  care  at  the  Miles  City  VA  Medi- 
cal Center.  And  during  the  summer  of 
1989,  before  Congress  passed  the  sup- 
plemental VA  budget,  the  Miles  City 
VAMC  reduced  its  capacity  and  cut  off 
about  800  patients. 

If  the  care  is  available.  Legionnaires, 
like  those  in  the  Departments  of  Mon- 
tana and  Kentucky,  will  ensure  veterans 
receive  transportation.  It's  one  more 
way  that  the  Legion  honors  its  commit- 
ment to  "mutual  helpfulness."  □

DEATH  OF 


RURAL  HOSPITALS 


T  WAS  a  cool,  crisp  morning  in  Shattuck,  Okla.  The  sun  was  bright  and  the  farmers  already 
were  on  their  tractors  preparing  the  land  for  seeding.  Misty  Pratt,  27,  heavy  with  her  third 
pregnancy,  woke  up  and  noticed  a  small  amount  of  blood  on  her  clothing.  She  dressed  and 
went  to  visit  her  mother  nearby.  At  her  mother's  house,  Misty  began  hemorrhaging  and  her 
husband  was  summoned.  He  put  her  in  his  pickup  truck  and  rushed  her  to  the  local  hospital. 

Misty  had  suffered  abruptio  placentae.  The  plate-shaped  organ  that  was  nourishing  her 
baby  had  torn  away  from  her  uterus— a  dire  emergency.  The  baby's  heartbeat  had  grown 
faint  by  the  time  Misty  arrived  at  the  50-bed  Newman  Memorial.  The  physician  on  duty 
immediately  delivered  the  baby,  a  5-pound,  4-ounce  boy.  By  Ruth  Winter 
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If  Misty  Pratt  had  been  taken  to  a  city 
hospital  40  miles  from  her  rural 
Oklahoma  home,  she  and  her  new- 
born would  not  have  survived. 


"If  Misty  had  had  to  go  to  the  next 
hospital  40  miles  away,  both  she  and  the 
baby  would  have  died,"  Dr.  Ken  Evans 
said.  A  family  physician,  Evans  has 
practiced  in  Shattuck,  a  community  of 
1 ,500  people,  for  the  past  10  years. 

Just  a  week  after  Misty  Pratt's  medi- 
cal emergency,  a  45-year-old  Shattuck 
resident  was  in  Newman's  emergency 
room  describing  some  mild  chest  pains 
when  he  suddenly  collapsed  and  went 
into  cardiac  arrest. 

"If  the  patient  had  to  be  driven  any- 
where else,  he  would  have  been  dead, 
too."  Evans  said. 

But  Newman  Memorial,  like  hun- 
dreds of  other  rural  hospitals,  is  in 
trouble.  It  has  been  losing  money  for 
the  past  five  years  and  has  reduced  the

number  of  beds  from  1 15  to  50.  Since 
1980,  more  than  160  rural  hospitals 
have  closed,  and  as  many  as  600  face 
the  prospect  of  closing  in  the  next  few 
years. 

"We  need  our  rural  hospitals,"  Evans 
emphasized.  "The  health  of  people  who 
grow  our  food  and  nourish  the  nation 
should  not  be  put  in  jeopardy  because 
they  live  in  rural  areas.  They  don't  ask 
for  handouts.  They  just  want  to  be 
treated  on  an  equal  basis.  If  we  don't 
provide  them  with  health  care,  every- 
one will  pay." 

Why  are  rural  hospitals  in  trouble? 
Tim  Size,  executive  director  of  The 
Rural  Coalition  of  Hospitals  in  Wiscon- 
sin, explained: 

"There  is  a  belief  that  all  people  with- 
out medical  insurance  are  in  the  inner 
city.  The  actual  number  is  at  least  as 
great  or  greater  in  rural  areas  because 
rural  residents  often  work  in  low-wage 
jobs  that  do  not  offer  medical  insurance 
coverage." 

According  to  The  National  Rural 
Health  Association,  24  percent  of  those 
without  any  kind  of  health  insurance 
live  in  rural  areas.  Indeed,  Misty  Pratt, 
whose  life  was  saved  by  being  near

Newman  Memorial,  has  no  insurance. 
She  said  she  is  paying  off  her  bill  at  $10 
per  month. 

"Hospitals  that  are  just  breaking  even 
may  take  a  big  loss  if  just  one  patient 
doesn't  pay,"  Size  said.  "The  hospitals 
don't  have  very  good  collections 
because  they  have  a  special  relationship 
with  their  patients." 

Another  major  factor  in  the  financial 
difficulties  of  rural  hospitals  is  the 
difference  between  what  Medicare  pays 
for  services  in  rural  hospitals  compared 
to  urban  hospitals. 

Statistics  gathered  by  the  Senate's 
Special  Committee  on  Aging  and  The 
National  Rural  Health  Association 
reveal  why  rural  hospitals  are  being 
killed.  The  elderly  comprise  12  percent 
of  the  total  population  in  the  United 
States,  but  they  account  for  25.4  per- 
cent of  the  population  in  rural  com- 
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munities.  Yet,  Medicare  pays  from  35 
percent  to  40  percent  less  for  a  service 
in  a  rural  hospital  than  it  does  for  the 
same  service  in  an  urban  hospital.  The 
cost  of  living  may  be  lower  in  rural 
areas,  but  the  cost  of  medical  supplies  is 
exactly  the  same.  Thus,  rural  hospitals 
and  physicians  are  not  fully  reimbursed 
for  treating  Medicare  patients,  and  the 
more  elderly  they  treat,  the  greater  the 
debt  increases.  One  physician  who 
grew  up  in  a  rural  South  Dakota  town 
and  returned  to  establish  a  practice 
explained  in  The  American  Medical 
Association  News  why  he  finally  gave  up 
his  rural  practice  and  moved  to  a  city. 
His  overhead  per  Medicare  patient  was 
$27  for  a  routine  office  visit,  but  Medi- 
care reimbursed  him  only  $9.98. 

Physician-to-population  ratios  in 
rural  areas  are  as  low  as  53  per  100,000 
compared  to  163  per  100,000  in  urban 
areas,  and  the  situation  has  grown 
worse  after  the  National  Health  Service 
Corps  was  cut  back  under  the  Reagan 
administration.  The  corps  placed  physi- 
cians who,  in  return  for  scholarships, 
agreed  to  practice  in  underserved  com- 
munities. The  corps  has  80  scholars  in 
1990  compared  to  2,595  in  1988. 


Attracting  any  medical  school 
graduates  to  rural  areas  has  become 
very  difficult.  As  Size  said:  "Young 
doctors  come  out  of  school  with  a 
$60,000  to  $80,000  debt  that  has  to  be 
paid  off.  They  want  to  have  a  family  and 
a  house,  just  like  anyone  else,  but  to  pay 
off  that  debt  and  establish  their 
families,  they  have  to  have  a  certain 
income. 

"Not  only  are  rural  doctors  reim- 
bursed less  by  the  government  and 
insurance  companies  but  they  also  have

a  lower  volume  of  patients. 
Per  capita  patient  visits  to 
physicians  have  been  lower 
in  rural  than  in  urban  areas 
since  1975,"  Size  said. 

Size,  a  graduate  of  the 
University  of  Chicago,  said 
another  problem  has  been 
the  nationwide  shift  to  out- 
patient care,  which  has 
caused  rural  hospitals  to 
lose  money  Also,  the  rural 
patient  who  has  to  travel  a 
great  distance  has  tradition- 
ally been  admitted  to  a  hos- 
pital. 

"There  are  often  no 
home-care  services,  so  the 
rural  hospitals  have  had  to 
keep  patients  longer  than  in 
areas  that  do  have  such 
services.  The  government 
now  restricts  admissions  so 
that  decision  has  been 
taken  away,"  Size  said. 

What  happens  when  a 
rural  hospital  closes 
because  of  financial  dif- 
ficulties? 

"The  cost  to  the  commu- 
nity is  high,"  Size  said. 
"The  hospital  is  frequently 
the  largest  employer.  If  you 
close  it,  you  put  150  people 
out  of  work  who  paid  taxes, 
bought  goods  and  hired  other  people." 

The  closing  of  a  hospital,  of  course, 
is  devastating  to  health  care.  The  people 
of  Bastrop,  Texas,  a  rural  town  of  about 
5,000,  know  that  firsthand.  Their  25- 
bed  hospital  closed  in  August  1988 
after  70  years  of  existence.  Susan  Car- 
telli,  a  former  medical  technician  who 
grew  up  in  Bastrop  and  then  moved 
back  with  her  husband  after  years  of 
city  life,  had  been  on  the  board  of  the 
Bastrop  Hospital. 

"It  was  the  Medicare  differential  and 
the  people  who  didn't  pay  that  finally 
put  us  under,"  she  said.  "Medicare  was 
paying  us  35  percent  to  40  percent  less 
for  the  same  services  performed  in 
Austin,  but  we  had  to  pay  the  same 
price  for  penicillin  that  Austin  did." 

What  has  happened  since  the  hospi- 
tal closed? 

"We  had  a  youngster  at  the  high 
school  collapse  on  the  ball  field  from  a 
heart  condition  no  one  knew  he  had.  He 
died  in  the  ambulance  on  the  way  to 
Smithfield  20  miles  away,"  Cartelli 
said.  "We've  had  a  number  of  people 
with  heart  attacks  who  also  died 
because  the  hospital  was  closed."

ROM  traffic  jams  to  seaborne  shortages,  America 
has  several  challenges  looming  before  its  transpor- 
tation system.  Transportation  Secretary  Samuel  K. 
Skinner,  a  former  U.S.  Attorney  and  Army  officer,  is 
the  administration 's  point  man  to  help  solve  the 
problems,  but  the  answers  won 't  come  right  away— 
if  at  all. 

"I  don 't  think  we  will  ever  see  the  day  when  every 
road  in  America  will  be  gridlock  free,  "  Skinner 
says.  "But  we  have  to  hold  that  down  to  an  absolute  minimum 
because  it  affects  American  productivity,  not  to  mention  our 
everyday  life. "  Skinner  talked  about  several  aspects  of  national 
transportation  in  a  recent  interview  with  The  American  Legion 
Magazine. 

American  Legion  Magazine:  America's  defense  rides 

on  the  wheels,  wings  and  keels  of  its  transportation  system. 
Is  the  nation's  transportation  system  strong  enough  today 
to  meet  that  responsibility? 

Secretary  Skinner:  Our  transportation  system  is  still 
No.  1  in  the  world  if  you  look  at  it  from  all  aspects.  And  its 
national  defense  component  has  been  helped  immensely  by 
President  Eisenhower's  program  to  build  the  interstate 
highway  system.  However,  as  many  of  your  readers  know,  we 
have  lost  a  major  presence  in  the  maritime  industry.  I  am  very 
concerned  about  our  sea-lift  capability;  it  looks  as  though 
there  is  a  lack  of  dedication  within  our  government  to  rebuild 
that  sea-lift  power.  I  frankly  don't  know  where  this  is  going 
to  go,  but  I  know  that  it  is  a  very  major  problem. 

Q.    How  can  our  merchant  marine  fleet  be  improved? 

AWc  have  to  make  a  commitment  to  keep  an  American 
■  flagged  fleet.  We  don't  have  an  American  flag  flying 
over  many  carriers  and  ships  that  are  American  owned  right 
now.  One  of  the  reasons  that  they  arc  not  American  flagged  is 


because  of  the  competitive  costs  of  crews  around  the  world, 
compared  to  American  crews.  Part  of  it,  of  course,  is  the 
lower  cost  of  building  ships  in  foreign  shipyards  and  opera- 
ting them  out  of  foreign  markets.  We've  got  to  make  our 
regulatory  functions  competitive  but  not  arbitrary  or  exces- 
sive. Primarily,  the  American  government  has  to  treat  sea-lift 
defense  capabilities  as  part  of  our  national  defense  strategy. 

Qa  Is  that  going  to  require  more  money  to  build  more 
ships? 

A Sure,  and  it's  going  to  have  to  come  out  of  the  defense 
■  budget.  Absent  this,  I  don't  see  any  federal  subsidy 
program  on  the  horizon  for  building  up  the  civilian  fleet  for 
civilian  purposes.  I  just  don't  think  that  it  is  in  the  cards. 

Q-  Back  to  the  interstate  highway  system:  Since  this  was 
started  during  the  Eisenhower  years,  many  of  its  roads  and 
bridges  are  now  crumbling.  What  will  it  take  to  put  the 
national  road  system  back  in  good  shape? 

A We're  not  sure  yet.  We're  in  the  process  of  assessing  the 
■  situation.  It  is  a  major  problem— one  we're  going  to 
have  to  deal  with  sooner  rather  than  later.  I  think  the  Presi- 
dent understands  that.  He  is  committed,  first  of  all,  to 
spending  the  highway  trust  fund  down  to  solve  some  of  the 
immediate  problems.  But  we're  going  to  need  more  state  and 
local  involvement  and  funding,  and  some  additional  private 
sector  funding,  as  well. 

Qa  Does  this  mean  motorists  will  soon  be  facing  higher 
gasoline  taxes? 

A Yes,  17  states  have  raised  their  gas  tax  or  user  fees  for 
■   transportation  infrastructure,  and  1  think  you  will  see 
that  trend  continuing. 

Qa  Can  road  users  ever  hope  to  see  freer  traffic  in  and 
around  our  big  cities,  or  will  urban  traffic  get  worse? 
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"I  don't  think 
we'll  ever 
seethe 
day  when 
every  road 
in  America 
is  gridlock 
free." 


A We've  got  to  take  some  steps  to  make  sure  the  traffic 
■  flows.  Traffic  jams  seem  to  be  spreading  into  the 
suburbs,  so  the  area  of  traffic  gridlock  is  expanding.  I  don't 
think  we  will  ever  see  the  day  when  every  road  in  America 
will  be  gridlock  free.  But  we  have  to  hold  that  down  to  an 
absolute  minimum,  because  it  affects  American  productivity, 
not  to  mention  our  everyday  life. 

Q-  Rail  transit  officials  bitterly  complain  that  more 
government  funds  are  spent  for  urban  highways  than 
public  transportation.  Can  anything  be  done  to  achieve 
better  balance  between  the  two? 

A Highway  work  is  generally  paid  for  by  highway  user 
■  fees.  If  we  wanted  to  impose  a  user  fee  on  rail  traffic, 
we  could  probably  generate  billions  of  dollars  into  a  trust 
fund  for  upgrading  the  rails.  But  America  has  decided  to  let 
the  private  sector  maintain  the  tracks  because  it  owns  the 
tracks  in  most  cases.  Railroads  maintain  the  tracks  and  pay 
for  them  out  of  their  revenues.  So  it's  a  matter  of  approach. 
Highways  belong  to  the  public  rather  than  to  individual 
companies  and  therefore,  they  are  financed  by  the  public  and 
are  available  to  everyone.  Frankly,  the  railroads  are  going  to 


have  to  be  able  to  price  their  product  in  a  more  competitive 
way.  As  the  gas  tax  increases,  the  cost  of  road  transportation 
will  rise,  and  that  should  make  the  railroads  more  competitive. 

Q-  How  vulnerable  is  the  United  States  to  another  crip- 
pling cutoff  of  imported  oil? 

A We're  at  a  position  now  of  50  per  cent  dependency  on 
■    imported  oil,  and  I  am  very  concerned  about  that 
vulnerability. 

(Editor's  note:  As  the  magazine  went  to  press,  Iraq  had  just 
invaded  neighboring  oil-rich  Kuwait,  a  major  oil  supplier  of  the 
United  States  and  other  Western  nations. ) 

Q-  Amtrak  has  struggled  for  20  years  to  keep  some  train 
service  going  between  our  cities.  When  will  we  develop 
high-speed  train  services  such  as  in  Japan  or  Europe? 

A I  don't  know.  I  just  sent  a  contingent  to  Europe  to  study 
■  that  system,  and  they  will  report  back  to  me  shortly. 
Technology  is  moving  along,  but  some  of  it  is  not  as  far 
advanced  for  massive  deployment  in  the  United  States.  We'll 
just  have  to  wait  and  see. 


Will  we  see  more  trains  in  America's  future? 

Yes,  I  think  on  high-density  corridors  between  cities, 
high-speed  rail  does  have  some  real  opportunities.

Q-  Air  traffic  jams  seem  to  be  rivaling  those  on  the 
ground.  What  do  we  do  to  expand  airport  and  airways 
capacity  and  make  air  travel  safer? 

A Spend  more  money.  You  know,  airports  are  mainly  run 
■  by  local  organizations  and  they  need  to  raise  more 
money  and  expand  their  facilities.  That  will  help  expand 
capacity  in  the  airline  industry  and  contribute  to  greater 
travel  efficiency  and  safety.

retirement?  No,  what  it  does  mean  is 
that  the  longer  you  delay,  the  harder  it 
will  be  lo  stash  away  enough  savings  to 
meet  your  retirement  needs.

As  a  financial  planner,  I  frequently 
meet  people  who  have  no  idea  what  size 
of  fund  they  will  need  to  live  comforta- 
bly when  they  retire.  The  goal  of  this 
article  is  to  help  you  estimate  the  size  of 
retirement  fund  you  will  need,  and  how 
to  build  it. 

To  help  you  along,  I  have  put  together 
a  retirement  planning  worksheet  (page 
3 1 )  for  you  to  complete.  After  complet- 
ing it,  you  will  have  the  information 
you  need  to  begin  a  systematic  savings 
plan  that  will  provide  for  your  retire- 
ment needs. 

On  Line  /,  indicate  what  your 
annual  retirement  income  requirements 
will  be  in  today's  dollars.  Most  people 
are  able  to  live  well  on  80  percent  of 
their  pre-retirement  income  from 
wages  and/or  self-employment,  so 
enter  80  percent  of  your  current  annual 
income  on  Line  I . 
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On  Line  2,  insert  your  estimated 
annual  Social  Security  benefit.  The 
Social  Security  Administration  (SSA) 
will  provide  a  computer-generated 
earnings  and  benefits  estimate  state- 
ment. Call  1-800-2345-SSAandaskfor 
an  Earnings  And  Benefit  Estimate 
Statement,  form  SSA-7004-PC-0P1 . 
When  you  get  it,  fill  in  the  information 
requested  and  submit  it  to  SSA.  In  a  few 
weeks,  you'll  get  a  benefit  estimate  that 
will  indicate  what  your  annual  Social 
Security  benefit  will  be  at  the  retire- 
ment age  you've  selected. 

On  Line  3,  enter  the  annual  retire- 
ment benefit  you  expect  to  receive  from 
your  employer.  If  you're  self-employ- 
ed, estimate  your  annual  retirement 
income  from  your  Keogh,  Simplified 
Employee  Pension  or  IRA  plan,  if  you 
have  one,  and  enter  that  on  Line  3 .  Enter 
"0"  if  you're  not  covered  by  a  retire- 
ment plan. 

NOW  tally  the  entries  you've  made 
on  Lines  2  and  3  and  place  the  total 
on  Line  4.  The  figure  represents 
retirement  income  you  expect  to  receive 
from  all  sources.  Now  subtract  the 
figure  on  Line  4  from  your  annual 
income  requirement  on  Line  1 ,  to  arrive 
at  the  shortfall.  Insert  that  figure  on 
Line  5.  This  is  the  amount  of  income 
you'll  have  to  provide  from  your  own 
savings  and  investments  to  meet  your 
anticipated  retirement  needs. 

How  large  a  retirement  fund  you'll 
need  depends  upon  the  age  at  which 
you  plan  to  retire.  Table  1  reflects  vary- 
ing life  expectancies  for  retirement  ages 
between  55  and  65.  Find  the  life  expec- 
tancy for  your  planned  retirement  age 
and  multiply  that  by  the  entry  on  Line  4. 
This  tells  you  how  much  money  you 
have  to  have  in  your  retirement  fund  to 
last  you  until  you  die. 

For  example,  if  you  plan  to  retire  at 
age  60  and  you  previously  determined 
that  you'll  need  to  supplement  your 
retirement  income  by  $10,000  per  year, 
you  entered  $10,000  on  Line  5.  Since 
someone  retiring  at  age  60  has  a  life 
expectancy  of  21  years,  multiplying  21 
years  by  $10,000  per  year  yields 
$210,000,  which  is  the  size  of  the 
retirement  fund  you'll  need  to  provide 
you  with  $10,000  a  year  for  21  years. 
We're  making  the  assumption  that  your 
retirement  fund  will  be  invested  to  yield 
a  rate  of  return  that  is  3  percent  above 
the  rate  of  inflation.  In  reality,  you'll 
need  more  than  $10,000  each  year 
because  inflation  will  erode  the  value 
of  your  money.  Actually,  these  numbers

have  been  adjusted  so  that  even  if  you 
live  10  years  beyond  life  expectancy, 
you'll  still  have  sufficient  income. 

On  Line  7,  indicate  the  amount  you 
currently  have  in  savings  of  all  kinds. 
That  includes  mutual  funds,  savings 
bond,  IRA  accounts,  certificates  of 
deposits,  bank  savings  accounts,  cash- 
value  life  insurance  and  other  assets 
you  can  convert  to  cash.  To  get  a  rough 
estimate  of  what  your  current  invest- 
ments will  be  worth  by  the  time  you 
retire  (in  current  dollars),  we'll  assume 
that  your  investments  will  outpace  the 
rate  of  inflation  by  3  percent.  Multiply

Line  7  by  the  appropriate  Multiplier  A 
value  from  Table  2.  Multiplier  A  takes 
into  account  the  effects  of  compound- 
ing a  3  percent  rate  of  return  over  the 
number  of  years  remaining  until  you 
retire.  Enter  the  result  of  your  multipli- 
cation on  Line  8.  By  subtracting  the 
figure  in  Line  8  (the  estimated  value  of 
your  savings  at  retirement)  from  your 
line  6  entry  (the  amount  you  will  need  at 
retirement),  you  have  the  size  of  the 
retirement  fund  you'll  need  to  create. 
Enter  that  amount  on  Line  9. 

Now  that  you  know  what  the  size  of 
your  retirement  fund  must  be,  how  do 
you  get  there?  In  order  to  achieve  your 
financial  goal,  you'll  have  to  save.  How 
much  depends  on  the  number  of  years 
remaining  until  you  retire.

EARLY  in  1981,  the 
Reagan  Administration's 
new  leadership  at  the  Pen- 
tagon convened  a  series  of 
top  secret  meetings  in  the 
E-ring  conference  room  of 
the  Secretary  of  Defense. 
For  several  days  the  most 
senior  Pentagon  officials 
listened  to  the  chiefs  of  the  specified 
and  unified  commands,  brought  back  to 
Washington  from  their  posts  around  the 
world.  One  by  one,  they  described  the 
capacity  of  the  forces  under  their  com- 
mand to  deal  with  the  Soviet  threat  in 
their  theater. 

It  was  a  dismal  account  indeed.  A 
decade  of  underinvestment,  in  which 
defense  spending  declined  by  3  percent 
a  year  in  real  terms,  had  caused  a  mul- 
titude of  deficiencies.  A  massive  back- 
log of  crucial  maintenance;  low  pay  and 
morale  among  our  men  and  women  in 
uniform;  shortages  of  tanks,  aircraft, 
missiles  and  basic  munitions;  slumber- 
ing research  and  development  — this 
was  the  picture  painted  by  the  men  who 
knew  best  how  ill-prepared  we  were  to 
meet  the  challenge  of  growing  military 
power. 

Former  Secretary  of  Defense  Harold 
Brown  summarized  the  1970s  suc- 
cinctly. Referring  to  Soviet  military 
spending  he  said,  "When  we  build,  they 
build.  When  we  stop  building,  they 
build."

RESTORING 
AMERICA'S  MILITARY 

STRENGTH  IN  THE 
1980s  HAS  RESULTED 
IN  THE  "PEACE 
DIVIDEND"  FOR 
THE  1990s.  WE 
MUST  MAINTAIN  IT. 

The  Reagan  administration,  with 
strong  support  in  Congress,  set  about 
correcting  the  most  glaring  deficien- 
cies, rebuilding  America's  defenses, 
modernizing  our  strategic  forces, 
improving  the  quality  of  life  for  our 
career  forces.  By  and  large  it  was  a  get- 
well  program.  Little  in  it  was  new  with 
the  important  exception  of  the  Strategic 
Defense  Initiative  (SDI)  launched  in  the 
spring  of  1983.  We  resolved  not  to 
return  to  the  roller-coaster  pattern  of 
defense  investment  in  which  we  alter- 
nated between  dangerously  low  and 
burdensome  high  defense  budgets. 

The  Soviets  reacted  to  America's 
long  overdue  defense  rehabilitation 
with  a  massive  propaganda  campaign. 
Its  principal  targets  were  the  strategic 
modernization  program,  especially 
SDI,  and  the  plan  to  deploy  medium 
range  missiles  such  as  Pershing  II  and 
ground-launched  cruise  missiles  in 
Europe. 


The  restoration  of  American  strength 
paid  a  dividend  far  larger  than  anyone 
imagined.  It  was  instrumental  in  per- 
suading the  new  Soviet  leadership  that 
the  achievement  of  military  superiority 
was  beyond  the  reach  of  the  failing, 
militarized  Soviet  economy.  It  was  the 
decisive  factor  in  bringing  the  long 
winter  of  the  Cold  War  to  an  end.  It  was 
the  key  to  the  Western  victory  in  that 
war. 

Now,  as  we  contemplate  the  need  for 
military  power  in  the  aftermath  of  the 
Cold  War,  we  must  remember  that  the 
collapse  of  the  Warsaw  Pact,  the 
unraveling  of  the  Soviet  empire  in  East- 
ern Europe  is,  in  large  measure,  a  result 
of  the  postwar  strength  and  determina- 
tion of  the  alliance  of  Western  democ- 
racies, led  by  the  United  States.  Those 
who  understood  the  need  for  nuclear 
deterrence  and  serious  conventional 
military  capabilities  contributed  might- 
ily to  the  position  of  strength  that  even- 
tually led  the  Soviet  leadership  to 
choose  a  less  bellicose,  less  menacing 
approach  to  international  politics. 

Now  that  we  see  the  military  power 
of  the  Warsaw  Pact  ebbing  with  the 
receding  tide  of  communist  rule  and 
Soviet  domination,  there  will  be  those 
who  argue  that  the  Soviet  empire  never 
amounted  to  much,  that  Western  esti- 
mates of  the  strength  of  the  Warsaw 
Pact  were  exaggerated;  and  that  we  can 
now  go  shopping  for  new  social  pro- 
grams with  the  savings  the  demise  of 
the  Soviet  threat  will  allow  us  to 
achieve. 

This  is  of  more  than  passing,  histori- 
cal interest.  For  it  will  be  necessary  for 
some  time  to  come  to  gauge  correctly 
the  threat  still  posed  by  Soviet  military 
power  in  judging  how  to  protect  our 
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security  and  how  to  shape  our  military 
budget.  So,  before  running  to  the  bank 
with  the  elusive  "peace  dividend,"  it 
would  be  wise  to  remember  that  Soviet 
military  power  remains  formidable  and 
growing  even  as  the  Warsaw  Pact  disin- 
tegrates. 

EVEN  in  their  advancing  state  of 
decline,  the  Soviets  continue  to 
spend  massively  on  military  power. 
While  we  invest  about  6  percent  of  GNP 
in  defense  and  our  allies  about  3  per- 
cent, the  Soviets  are  spending  25 
percent  or  more,  a  staggering  figure 
confirmed  this  summer  by  Foreign 
Minister  Eduard  Shevardnadze  in  an 
address  to  the  Soviet  Communist  Party 
Congress  in  July. 

This  debilitating  Soviet  investment  in 
defense,  which  has  proceeded  apace 
despite  the  absence  of  any  plausible 
threat,  has  produced,  and  continues  to 
produce,  a  formidable  array  of  military 
systems,  including  an  aggressive  pro- 
gram of  nuclear  force  modernization. 
Gen.  James  Gavin  put  it  well  when  he 
observed  that:  "Every  month  the 
Soviets  still  produce  enough  tanks  to 
outfit  an  entire  division  and  enough 
artillery  to  equip  four  artillery  regi- 


ments. Since  Gorbachev  assumed 
power  in  March  1985,  the  Soviets  have 
fielded  more  tanks  and  artillery  pieces 
than  currently  exist  in  the  combined 
armies  of  Britain,  France  and  West  Ger- 
many." 

The  slight  slowing  observed  recently 
seems  to  reflect  Soviet  anticipation  of  a 
strategic  arms  reduction  treaty.  Even 
so,  it  is  a  slowing  that  comprehends 
significant  further  investment  within 
the  levels  contemplated  by  a  treaty— if 
not  beyond. 

This  is  not  to  say  that  nothing  has 
changed.  The  transformation  of  Poland 
and  Hungary,  Czechoslovakia  and  East 
Germany,  Romania  and  Bulgaria;  the 
tearing  down  of  the  Berlin  wall;  the 
rising  demand  in  Eastern  Europe  for  a 
withdrawal  of  the  Soviet  troops  that 
kept  corrupt  and  stagnating  communist 
regimes  in  power  against  the  will  of 
their  own  citizens;  all  these  changes 
have  profound  implications,  mostly 
beneficial,  for  Western  security. 

The  canonical  threat  that  has  domi- 
nated our  postwar  military  strategy  of  a 
cohesive  Warsaw  Pact,  led  by  Soviet 
troops,  forcing  its  way  through  the 
center  of  Europe  in  a  massive  invasion

of  NATO  territory,  is  no  longer  plausi- 
ble. But  as  we  consider  how  to  respond, 
we  must  take  care  not  to  revive  that 
threat  by  so  depleting  Western  defenses 
that  the  advantage  once  enjoyed  by  the 
Warsaw  Pact  will  now  belong  to  the 
Soviet  Union  alone. 

Extreme  proposals  that  would  dis- 
arm the  West  after  the  Cold  War  as  it 
was  disarmed  after  World  Wars  I  and  II 
would  run  the  risk  that  we  might  yet 
again  make  Europe  safe  for  the  exertion 
of  Soviet  military  power.  A  careless 
rush  to  disarm,  in  which  we  throw  cau- 
tion to  the  winds  of  change,  shipping 
technology  and  capital  to  Moscow  even

THIS  is  the  Golden  Age  for 
sweepstakes.  Once  con- 
sidered promotional 
schlock,  they  are  now 
used  by  organizations 
ranging  from  Readers 
Digest  to  the  Easter  Seal 
Society,  to  sell  everything 
from  books  to  french  fries 
to  Royal  Heritage  china. 

The  clamor  for  consumer  attention 
gets  especially  strong  in  January  after 
the  catalogs  stop  coming,  Christmas 
bills  haven't  come  due,  and  sponsors 
figure  the  post-holiday  lull  will  make 
consumers  receptive  to  their  appeals. 
Then  mailboxes  across  the  land  are 
flooded  with  opportunities  to  become 
rich  beyond  our  wildest  dreams. 

This  year's  flood  should  seem  even 
more  sweeping  for  these  contests  have 
grown  more  popular  and  their  prizes 
more  glitzy. 

Designing  the  ad  that  pitches  a 
sweepstakes  contest  is  an  art  practiced 
by  highly  specialized  writers  who  know 
exactly  how  to  extract  maximum  par- 
ticipation while  staying  within  legal 
restrictions. 

"  WIN  TEN  MILLION  DOLLARS  .  .  . 
AND  START PUTTIN'  ON  THE  RITZl " 

Promises  are  always  filled  with 
romantic  imagery.  "Go  shopping  mil- 
lionaire-style, buy  a  car  (or  two!),  a 
personal  yacht,  glittering  jewelry. .  ." 

What's  missing  so  far  in  this  ad  copy 
is  the  conditional  statement  that  by  law 
must  accompany  any  free  offer.  "What- 
ever you  decide  to  do  with  it,"  the  pitch 
continues,    "the   TEN  MILLION

—  and  here  comes  the  mandatory  if— 
provided  your  number  matches  the  win- 
ning preselected  one." 

So,  just  what  are  your  chances  of 
spending  the  next  year  or  two  cruising 
the  world  while  your  broker  back  home 
handles  your  investments? 

The  sweepstakes  contest  is  not 
exactly  a  ripoff.  But  it  has  become  just 
about  the  greatest  sales  pitch  since  P.T. 
Barnum  proceeded  on  the  assumption 
that  "a  sucker  is  born  every  minute." 
The  odds  of  winning  the  bonanza  are 
stratospheric,  of  course. 

The  most  recent  Readers  Digest  con- 
test prints  the  odds  of  winning  $5  mil- 
lion as  one  in  20 1  million.  According  to 
formula,  that  means  that  201  million 
pieces  were  mailed  out.  But  since  com- 
panies expect  that  less  than  5  percent  of 
the  people  who  receive  sweepstakes 
pitches  actually  play  the  game,  actual 
chances  are  more  like  one  in  10  million. 

Now,  to  get  some  idea  of  what  10 
million  pieces  of  mail  looks  like,  here's 
a  basic  calculation.  One  regular  postal 
sack  holds  about  1,500  letters,  so  10 
million  letters  would  fill  6,X()()  bags.  To 
line  up  the  bags  side  by  side  would 
require  68  9x12  rooms.  And  some- 
where, in  one  of  those  rooms,  in  one  of 
the  sacks,  one  letter  is  the  winner. 


In  actual  practice,  computerized  post 
offices  now  use  trays  instead  of  bags, 
and  are  not  stacked  up  anywhere.  Each 
day,  employees  of  the  contest  firm  cull 
the  mail  and  select  a  percentage  of 
entries  that  will  make  it  into  the  final 
selection.  The  rest  of  the  entries  are 
junked.  You  may  already  be  a  loser. 

"Sweeps"  mushroomed  after  World 
War  II,  then  withered  in  the  late  1960s 
when  supermarket  and  gas-station 
games  came  under  scrutiny  by  the  Fed- 
eral Trade  Commission  (FTC).  They 
began  booming  again  in  the  late  1970s 
after  several  states  legalized  them;  they 
had  long  been  considered  a  form  of 
gambling  and  the  states'  own  legal  lot- 
teries lent  them  respectability. 

Sweepstakes  and  contests  are  quite 
different  from  one  another.  Sweeps  rely 
on  randomness  — pure  chance.  Con- 
tests, such  as  a  promotion  to  name  a 
new  product,  require  some  skill.  Like 
sweeps,  lotteries  also  rely  on  luck,  but 
players  pay  for  the  chance  to  win. 

LOTTERIES  are  illegal  unless  run 
by  the  state,  so  sweepstakes  spon- 
sors can't  legally  force  consum- 
ers to  purchase  anything  to  qualify  for 
prizes.  But  most  people  are  never 
quite  sure  of  that.  The  siren  song  of  a 
prize  overrides  the  list  of  rules  printed 
in  six-point  type.  They  convince 
themselves  that  adding  a  subscription 
or  two  to  the  mix  makes  it  more  likely 
that  Ed  McMahon  will  show  up  tow- 
ing a  $200,000  yacht.  Said  Herschell 
Lewis,  who  writes  some  of  the  copy 
that  sells  sweeps:  "That's  what  makes 
them  the  lawful  prey  of  sweepstakes 
promotions."

The  percentage  of 
entrants  who  include  a 
subscription  order,  Lewis 
said,  is  a  secret  as  closely 
guarded  as  the  formula  for 
Coca-Cola.  However,  his 
educated  guess  is  maybe 
5  percent;  others  in  the 
field  estimate  somewhat 
higher.  On  a  return  mail- 
ing of  10  million  entries, 
that  would  be  a  sizable 
subscription  order  — 
500,000.  However,  Lewis 
added,  getting  renewals 
of  those  subscriptions  is 
"the  devil's  own  work." 
Basically,  people  weren't 
really  subscribing  to  a 
magazine  anyway,  they 
were  entering  a  contest. 

Still,  don't  pity  the 
sponsors.  There  are  other 
ways  they  can  make 
money  on  contests.  Rent- 
ing out  mailing  lists  is  so 
profitable  that  some  com- 
panies make  more  renting 
the  list  than  they  make  in 
their  business,  according 
to  professor  William 
Cohen,  head  of  the  Direct 
Marketing  Department  at 
California  State  Univer- 
sity, Los  Angeles. 

Fortune  Magazine,  for 
instance,  advertises  its  lists 
in  trade  publications. 

Lists  are  sold  on  three 
levels.  Lists  of  those  who 
responded  bring  $45  a 
thousand;  lists  of  those 
who  also  subscribed  or 
bought  the  product  will  go 
for  $60  to  $90.  A  hot  list—

OT  long  ago,  a  boot- 
legged translation  of  an 
eye-opening  Japanese 
book  began  making  the 
rounds  in  Washington, 
D.C.  Co-authored  by  the 
founder  of  Sony  Corpo- 
ration and  a  member  of 
the  Japanese  parliament, 
it  was  eventually  introduced  into  the 
Congressional  Record  under  the  title, 
"The  Japan  That  Can  Say  'No.'"  The 
book  caused  a  furor  by  asserting  that 
the  United  States  had  brought  about  its 
own  slide  to  mediocrity. 

Further,  its  authors  felt  that,  instead 
of  sympathizing  with  us,  Japan  should 
regard  our  "weakened"  condition  as  a 
golden  opportunity  to  push  for  world 
dominance.  The  book  rekindled  debate 
on  a  number  of  issues  having  to  do  with 
Japanese-American  relations.  What 
follows  is  an  analysis  of  those  issues, 
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together  with  arguments  on  both  sides 
surrounding  them. 

To  wliat  extent  is  America  responsible  for 
its  current  woes? 

When  Sony  founder  Akio  Morita 
wrote  that  the  American  economy  is 
rooted  in  "money  games,"  he  voiced 
what  many  see  as  a  legitimate  criticism 
of  modern  America:  We  have  become  a 
nation  of  paper-shufflers.  That  is,  the 
recent  flood  of  high-profile  mergers, 
acquisitions  and  stock  manipulations 
has  generated  windfalls  for  the  princi- 
pals, but  added  little  or  nothing  to  our 
gross  national  product. 


Japan,  on  the  other  hand,  focuses  on 
producing  things  "of  tangible  value," 
Morita  contended.  Bruce  Huebner,  an 
expert  on  the  international  technology 
trade,  agreed.  "The  Japanese  believe  in 
building  the  company  rather  than  the 
stock,"  said  Huebner. 

The  American  emphasis  on  quick, 
easy  profits  affects  business  at  all 
levels.  Said  Jerry  Caulder,  president  of 
the  Industrial  Biotechnology  Associa- 
tion: "There  is  such  pressure  to  perform 
short-term  that  you  end  up  not  making 
the  basic  investments  that  will  help  you 
win  in  the  long  run." 

American  technology  mills  histori- 
cally have  been  guilty  of  a  lack  of  vis- 
ion, introducing  products  but  then  fail- 
ing to  develop  them  to  full  potential. 
Consider  the  transistor,  invented  by 
Bell  Labs  in  the  1940s.  It  saw  limited 
use,  primarily  in  hearing  aids,  until 
1953.  That  year,  Sony  licensed  the 
patent  from  Bell  and  made  transistor 
technology  famous  as  the  basis  of  the 
portable  radio. 

The  Japanese  attribute  this  lack  of 
vision  to  the  absence  of  a  guiding  force 
behind  America's  business  community. 
American  industry  has  always  been 
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standoffish  towards  government,  fear- 
ing intrusions  by  "Big  Brother."  The 
United  States  is  the  only  major  free 
world  power  without  an  agency  cor- 
responding to  Japan's  Ministry  of  Inter- 
national Trade  and  Industry  (MITI). 
Therefore,  the  Japanese  argue,  Amer- 
ican industry  cannot  deal  effectively 
with  emerging  crises  or  changing  mar- 
ketplace conditions. 

Do  the  Japanese  enjoy  unfair  advantages 
in  the  international  marketplace? 

Most  leaders  of  American  industry 
blame  our  trade  dilemma  on  the  self- 
serving,  export-based  policies  of  the 
Japanese.  Japan's  philosophy  of 
growth  took  root  in  the  1950s  as  a 
means  of  recovery  from  World  War  II. 
The  government  instituted  stiff  protec- 
tionist measures  designed  to  keep  out 
foreign  goods  and  services,  allowing 
Japan's  homegrown  industries  to 
flourish.  At  the  same  time,  planners  at 
MITI  were  studying  America's  vast 
consumer  marketplace.  Those  brain- 
storming sessions  decided  which  prod- 
ucts were  best  suited  to  American 
tastes,  and  thus  which  industries  the 
government  should  stimulate  through 
financial  aid  and  other  tactics.  The 
United  States  actually  helped  things 
along  by  setting  the  artificially  low 
exchange  rate  for  yen  vs.  dollars  that,  in 
a  very  real  sense,  continues  to  haunt  us 
to  this  day. 

But  the  Japanese  clung  to  these  pro- 
grams long  after  they  were  justifiable  as 
a  means  of  post-war  recovery  — and 
even  after  economists  warned  of  the 
possibly  ruinous  financial  implications 
for  the  rest  of  the  free  world. 

Meanwhile,  Baltimore  Rep.  Helen 
Bentley  pointed  out  that  Japanese  firms 
doing  business  in  the  United  States 
were  enjoying  almost  complete  free- 
dom of  operation. 

In  fairness  to  Japan,  it  must  be  noted 
that  because  Japan's  economy  is  a  free- 
enterprise  system,  the  government  can- 
not always  mandate  change,  even  if  it 
wants  to.  Despite  pleas  from  MITI, 
Japanese  automakers  have  refused  to 
lessen  overproduction.  And  the  minis- 
try explicitly  warned  Mitsubishi  not  to 
go  ahead  with  its  purchase  of  Rocke- 
feller Center,  anticipating  the  sale's 
unfavorable  reception  in  America;  Mit- 
subishi ignored  the  advice.  Likewise, 
MITI's  cautions  about  growing  U.S. 
disenchantment  with  the  "Japaniza- 
tion"  of  the  Los  Angeles  skyline  have 
repeatedly  fallen  on  deaf  ears  among 
Japan's  powerful  banking  industry. 


In  Japan,  attempt- 
ing a  takeover  of 
someone  else's 
company  is  wrong. 
In  America,  It's 
only  business. 
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Nor  is  the  international  investment 
picture  as  one-sided  as  some  would 
have  you  believe.  Tokyo  properties  cur- 
rently are  owned  by  American  com- 
panies such  as  Kodak,  IBM,  Coca-Cola 
and  insurance  giant  AIG.  A  dozen  U.S. 
universities  maintain  campuses  on 
Japanese  soil.  Ford  owns  a  quarter  of 
Mazda,  while  Chrysler  controls  1 1  per- 
cent of  Mitsubishi. 

What  role  do  the  respective  cultural  ethics 
of  Japan  and  the  United  States  play  in  all 
this? 

Japanese  zeal  for  gobbling  up  Amer- 
ican businesses  and  real  estate  — to  the 
tune  of  $800  billion  since  1985  — may 
have  more  to  do  with  social  customs 
than  anything  else.  "In  Japan,"  said 


University  of  Southern  California 
socio-business  expert  Bill  Davidson, 
"attempting  a  takeover  of  someone 
else's  company  is  considered  dishonor- 
able." In  today's  America,  of  course, 
it's  the  way  business  is  done. 

Also,  there's  the  matter  of  employee 
pride.  If  the  quality  of  Japanese  prod- 
ucts is  uniformly  high,  it  could  be 
because  Japanese  citizens  go  to  work 
for  a  company  with  the  expectation  of 
lifelong  employment  and  share  a  deep 
bond  of  loyalty  with  their  bosses.  Amer- 
icans tend  to  be  job-hoppers. 

Finally,  the  typical  Japanese  worker 
salts  away  17  percent  of  his  earnings  — 
more  than  three  times  the  American 
norm.  Japanese  make  more  of  their 
purchases  for  cash  as  well,  avoiding  the 
headaches  of  credit.  These  factors  com- 
bine to  make  Asian  consumers  more 
resistent  to  impulse  buying  than  their 
American  counterparts.  While  we 
splurge  large  amounts  on  perishables 
and  frivolous  consumer  goods,  the 
Japanese  prefer  to  save  up  for  items  of 
lasting  value. 

The  administration  is  addressing 
consumer  spending  habits  through  its 
proposal  for  a  Family  Savings  Account. 
The  tax-deferred  plan  would  provide 
incentives  for  American  families  to 
bank  up  to  $2,500  per  year  — a  step  in

1  ased  011  ReS.  397  and  Res.  420,  passed  at  the  70th 
National  Convention  in  1988,  The  American  Legion  supports 
the  actions  taken  by  President  George  Bush  to  protect  the 
interests  of  the  United  States  and  its  allies  after  Iraq's 
unprovoked  invasion  of  Kuwait. 

Res.  397  states  that  the  U.S.  government  should  adopt  a 
policy  that  includes  a  free  and  uninterrupted  flow  of  petro- 
leum from  the  Persian  Gulf  States  to  Europe,  Japan  and  the 
United  States.  Res.  420  urges  the  restoration  of  the  primacy 
of  the  President  to  his  rightful  constitutional  powers  as  chief 
architect  of  foreign  policy. 

"As  veterans,  we  know  what  happens  when  violence  goes 
unchallenged,"  said  National  Commander  Robert  S.  Turner. 
"We  cannot  permit  the  greed  of  one  world  leader  to  upset  the 
delicate  balance  in  the  Middle  East. 

"We  sincerely  hope  a  peaceful  resolution  to  this  crisis  can 
be  attained,  but  we  continue  to  support  the  use  of  U.S. 
military  to  ensure  the  stability  and  peace  in  the  region," 
Turner  said. 

At  presstime,  U.S.  and  allied  troops  had  been  assigned  to 
maintain  the  Saudi  border  against  Iraqi  forces.

I  I  White  House  plan  to  deny  liability  of  toxic 
exposure  cases  caused  the  cancellation  of  the  Centers  for 
Disease  Control  (CDC)  Agent  Orange  study  in  1987,  a 
House  subcommittee  has  alleged  in  a  report. 

The  report,  the  results  of  a  14-month  investigation  by  the 
House  Human  Resources  and  Intergovernmental  Relations 
Subcommittee,  claims  that  attorneys  of  the  previous  adminis- 
tration devised  a  strategy  to  thwart  efforts  to  obtain  compen- 
sation for  Vietnam  veterans  with  medical  conditions  linked  to 
exposure  to  Agent  Orange.  Some  observers  believe  compen- 
sation for  those  veterans  would  have  cost  the  government 
billions  of  dollars. 

"This  latest  revelation  certainly  lends  great  credence  to 
what  The  American  Legion  has  said  since  the  Agent  Orange 
controversy  first  surfaced  in  1978,"  said  then-National 
Commander  Miles  S.  Epling,  after  learning  about  the  report. 
"The  government  has  an  obligation  to  care  for  Vietnam 
veterans  and  their  families  who  have  suffered  because  of 
exposure  to  Agent  Orange." 

The  report,  which  was  formally  adopted  by  the  House 
Government  Operations  Committee,  also  supports  allega- 
tions contained  in  a  lawsuit  filed  by  the  Legion  against 
several  federal  agencies.  The  suit  claims  the  government 
failed  to  comply  with  a  congressional  mandate  to  complete 
the  study  (see  story,  page  46). 

According  to  a  statement  issued  by  the  subcommittee, 
"The  White  House  ordered  the  study  cancelled  in  1987  after 
CDC  claimed  it  was  scientifically  impossible  to  use  military 
records  to  identify  veterans  who  had  been  exposed  to  the 
defoliant.  The  cancellation  occurred  after  White  House 
attorneys  made  a  decision  to  oppose  legislative  and  judicial 
attempts  to  compensate  veterans  who  had  been  exposed  to 
Agent  Orange." 

I  he  report  stated  that  the  CDC  had  diluted  the  original 


study  protocol  to  the  extent  that  it  would  be  extremely 
difficult  to  identify  veterans  with  the  greatest  opportunity  for 
exposure  to  Agent  Orange.  The  CDC  study  eliminated  from 
the  study  all  branches  of  the  military  except  the  Army  and 
those  who  served  more  than  one  tour  in  Vietnam. 

Said  Rep.  Ted  Weiss  of  New  York,  subcommittee  chairman: 
"While  the  Reagan  administration  defended  the  Vietnam 
conflict  as  an  honorable  war,  it  worked  behind  the  scenes  to 
deny  benefits  to  the  very  people  who  sacrificed  their  health 
for  their  country.  Once  the  American  people  learn  the  true 
story  about  Agent  Orange,  I  am  convinced  they  will  demand 
better  treatment  for  Vietnam  veterans." 

P 

V  utbacks  in  staff  at  VA  regional  offices  in  recent 
years  have  created  long  delays  in  processing  veterans'  claims 
at  the  agency's  Veterans  Benefits  Administration  (VBA),  a 
Legion  official  testified  before  the  House  Subcommittee  on 
Compensation,  Pension  and  Insurance. 

"The  number  of  days  required  to  complete  the  processing 
of  almost  all  types  of  benefit  claims  or  to  award  adjustments 
has  steadily  increased,"  said  Philip  R.  Wilkerson,  Assistant 
Director  of  the  Veterans  Affairs  and  Rehabilitation  Division. 
"Additionally,  there  has  been  a  small  but  steady  increase  in 
the  number  of  errors  reported  in  the  quality  review  program. 
The  Legion  is  concerned  about  the  deterioration  in  both  the 
quality  of  decisions  on  benefits  claims  and  the  lack  of  timely 
processing  of  claims." 

Wilkerson  said  most  claimants  — recipients  of  disability 
compensation  and  pensions— are  in  immediate  and  dire  need 
of  the  benefits  they  apply  for.  "This  makes  it  essential  that 
these  veterans  are  assured  that  their  claims  will  be  adjudicated 
in  a  fair,  expeditious  and  correct  manner." 

Employment  at  VBA  offices  has  dropped  from  6,044  in 
1978  to  its  current  level  of  3,752.  VA  said  the  personnel 
reductions  are  the  result  of  declining  workloads  and  the 
agency's  computer  modernization  program.  VBA's  59 
regional  offices  handle  about  5  million  claim  actions  each 
year,  totaling  $16.1  billion  in  payments  to  veterans,  their 
families  and  survivors.

appointed  Medical  Inspector  of  VA's  Veterans  Health  Serv- 
ices and  Research  Administration. 

Dr.  Lewis  Mantel  recently  was  appointed  to  the  position 
by  VA  Secretary  Edward  J.  Derwinski.  Mantel  will  be 
responsible  for  monitoring  and  reporting  on  the  quality  of 
patient  care  in  VA  health-care  facilities  (see  related  story. 
Your  American  Legion,  page  10). 

Mantel  graduated  from  Cornell  University  and  earned  his 
medical  degree  from  Albert  Einstein  College  of  Medicine. 
Before  his  VA  appointment,  he  was  an  assistant  professor  of 
preventative  medicine  at  the  Uniformed  Services  University 
of  Health  Sciences  in  Bethesda,  Md. 
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HERE  was  a  time  in  America  when  a  citizen 
spoke,  he  was  certain  his  elected  lawmakers 
listened.  Today,  a  chorus  of  voices  across  this 
great  land  demands  the  right  to  determine  if  Old 
Glory  should  be  protected.  But  their  voices 
echo,  often  unheard,  in  the  distant,  silent 
corridors  of  Congress,"  said  Robert  S.  Turner 
after  his  election  as  National  Commander  of 
The  American  Legion. 
"Americans  want  to  have  a  say  on  whether  a  constitutional 
amendment  is  needed  to  outlaw  the  physical  desecration  of 
the  U.S.  Flag,"  Turner  told  more  than 
3,400  delegates,  Legionnaires  and 
other  visitors  attending  the  72nd 
National  Convention  in  Indianapolis. 
"The  will  of  the  majority  has  been  sup- 
pressed by  the  shrill  rhetoric  of  a  minor- 
ity who  believe  that  flag  burning  is  free 
speech.  The  American  Legion  will  not 
abandon  its  demand  for  the  amend- 
ment. Not  now,  not  ever." 

The  49-year-old  Turner  promised 
that  Legionnaires  would  work  in  the 
coming  months  to  have  another  con- 
stitutional amendment  resolution  intro- 
duced in  the  102nd  Congress.  "We'll 
continue  to  write  letters  and  contact  our 
congressmen  and  let  them  know  how 
we  feel,"  he  said.  "I  urge  each  of  you  to 
work  with  your  state  legislatures  and 
encourage  them  to  adopt  resolutions 
that  urge  Congress  to  let  the  citizens 
decide  whether  they  want  the  amend- 
ment." 

Turner  said  the  Legion  would  have 
other  priorities  during  his  term,  partic- 
ularly in  the  areas  of  veterans'  medical  care  and  the  Legion's 
traditional  programs  for  children  and  youths. 

"For  15  years,  VA  spending  has  lost  ground  when  com- 
pared to  other  federally  funded  health  programs  such  as 
Medicare,"  said  Turner,  who  is  a  claims  counselor  with  the 
Georgia  Department  of  Veterans  Services  in  Atlanta.  "We've 
seen  the  tragic  results  of  an  underbudgeted  VA.  Entire 
hospital  wards  have  been  shut  down,  out-dated  and  broken 
medical  equipment  can't  be  replaced  or  repaired,  and  desper- 
ate veterans  in  need  of  immediate  care  often  mark  time  for 
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days  or  even  months  before  receiving  help." 

Turner,  the  third  Vietnam  War  veteran  to  serve  as  National 
Commander,  hails  from  Griffin,  Ga.  He  served  in  the  U.S. 
Army  from  1966  to  1968  as  a  military  policeman  and  also 
performed  administrative  duties.  He  attained  the  rank  of 
sergeant  before  his  discharge. 

As  Chairman  of  the  Legion's  Americanism  Commission 
(1985-88),  Turner  provided  leadership  for  the  many  Legion 
programs  that  serve  the  nation's  young  people  and  com- 
munities. "We  all  know  the  dangers  that  loom  before  our 
children,"  he  said.  "But  Legion  programs  offer  wholesome 
alternatives  that  nurture  growth  and 
teach  them  to  understand  the  impor- 
tance of  family,  community  and  nation. 
Programs  such  as  American  Legion 
Baseball,  Oratorical  Contest,  Boy 
Scouts,  Boys  Nation  and  Special  Olym- 
pics teach  civic  responsibility  and 
respect  for  others  and  self." 

Turner  served  on  the  staff  of  Georgia 
Boys  State  for  20  years  before  his  elec- 
tion as  National  Commander,  the  last 
six  years  as  Program  Director.  He  also 
has  served  on  the  national  staff  at  the 
annual  Boys  Nation  in  Washington, 
D.C. 

The  third  Georgian  to  sit  at  the  helm 
of  the  nation's  largest  veterans'  organi- 
zation, Turner's  association  with  the 
Legion  began  in  1968.  A  few  days  after 
he  was  discharged  and  returned  to  his 
hometown,  his  brother  and  a  neighbor, 
both  Legionnaires,  invited  him  to 
attend  a  meeting  at  Freeman  Sasser 
Post  174  in  Senoia. 

"I  finally  attended  a  meeting  and  I 
filled  out  a  membership  application,"  he  said.  "They 
immediately  asked  me  to  serve  as  Post  Oratorical  Contest 
Chairman.  I  haven't  been  without  a  job  in  the  Legion  since." 
He  later  was  elected  Commander  of  Post  1 74  ( 1 970-7 1 ) . 

Turner  transferred  his  membership  to  Barnett-Harris  Post 
15  in  Griffin  when  his  family  moved  to  that  community  in 
1972.  Since  then,  he  has  served  as  Commander  of  Post  15 
(1975-77,  1979-81);  Sixth  District  Commander  (1972-73); 
and  two  terms  as  Department  Vice  Commander  (1973-74, 
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FAMILY  AFFAIR— Turner's  wife,  Betty,  is  active  in  the  Legion 
Auxiliary  and  their  son,  Dean,  was  involved  in  SAL. 


1977-78).  In  1978,  Turner  became  the  first  Vietnam  veteran 
in  Georgia  to  be  elected  Department  Commander. 

On  the  national  level,  Turner  served  as  National  Vice 
Commander  ( 1 984-85 );  as  a  member  of  the  Membership  and 
Post  Activities  Committee  (1980-81);  and  Chairman  of  the 
National  Bicentennial  Committee  for  the  U.S.  Constitution 
(1986-88),  in  which  he  directed  the  Legion's  participation 
with  other  groups  in  the  national  observance. 

Turner,  whose  personal  interests  include  stein  collecting 
and  gardening,  attended  Georgia  State  University  and 
majored  in  history  and  political  science.  He  put  the  latter 
field  of  study  to  good  use  when  he  successfully  campaigned 
for  mayor  of  Senoiain  1970.  In  1986,  he  retired  after  20  years 
of  service  with  the  Canadian  National  Railways  System  and 
accepted  his  current  position  as  a  claims  counselor. 

The  son  of  Willie  H.  Turner  and  the  former  Corine  McCul- 
lough,  National  CommanderTurner  is  an  active  member  of 
several  community  organizations.  He  and  his  family  are 
members  of  Haralson  Baptist  Church,  where  he  has  served  as 
a  teacher,  Training  Union  director  and  superintendent  of  the 
Sunday  School  program. 

Turner's  commitment  to  the  Legion  has  been  a  family 
affair.  His  wife,  the  former  Betty  Jones  of  Dalton,  Ga.,  is  an 
active  member  of  the  American  Legion  Auxiliary  and  is  a 
past  Department  President  of  Georgia,  past  National  Execu- 
tive Committeewoman  and  is  currently  serving  as  Vice 
Chairman  of  the  National  Education  Committee.  Their  son, 
Dean,  is  a  senior  at  Mercer  University,  Macon,  Ga.,  and  is  a 
former  SAL  Detachment  Vice  Commander. 

Turner  has  earned  a  solid  reputation  as  an  advocate  for 
veterans  both  within  and  outside  the  Legion.  Among  his 
many  achievements  was  the  Vietnam  Veteran  Outstanding 
Service  to  Community  award,  presented  to  him  by  President 


Jimmy  Carter  in  1979.  In  1971,  the  Georgia  Railroad  Club 
honored  him  as  Railroader  of  the  Year.  In  1973,  Post  15 
named  him  "Mr.  Legionnaire." 

During  his  travels  in  his  campaign  for  National  Comman- 
der, Turner  said  he  was  often  asked  what  theme  would  mark 
his  year  in  office.  "Having  lived  in  Georgia  all  my  life,  I've 
always  been  proud  to  sing  our  state  song,  Georgia  On  My 
Mind;  however,  as  National  Commander,  I  must  concentrate 
on  the  pride  I  feel  for  our  nation  and  The  American  Legion. 
Therefore,  my  theme  will  be  "America  On  My  Mind. "' 

Turner's  election  comes  at  a  crucial  time,  when  a  range  of 
issues  looms  before  the  nation  and  its  28  million  veterans.  He 
views  the  role  of  the  Legion  and  his  stewardship  in  light  of  a 
lesson  he  learned  early  in  life,  while  growing  up  on  a  small 
farm  in  central  Georgia. 

"My  dad  always  said  the  main  reason  a  person  was  placed 
on  the  earth  was  to  try  to  make  it  a  better  world  for  having 
been  there,"  Turner  said.  "In  its  71  years  of  existence,  the 
Legion  has  made  a  large  difference  in  the  lives  of  many— and 
the  world's  a  better  place  because  of  it." 

After  his  election,  Turner  took  time  out  to  meet  with  the 
editors  of  The  American  Legion  Magazine  and  dis- 
cussed issues  of  concern  to  Legionnaires.  Excerpts  from  the 
interview  follow. 

Q-  As  a  veterans'  claims  counselor  in  your  state,  what  do 
you  think  are  the  major  problems  faced  by  veterans? 

A The  most  pressing  problem  has  been  the  devastating 
■  results  of  underbudgeting  VA  health-care  programs. 
For  the  third  fiscal  year  in  a  row,  Congress  was  forced  to 
consider  a  supplemental  appropriation  to  maintain  current 
spending  levels.  There  were  other  budgetary  problems,  too. 
Automatic  cuts  of  more  than  $150  million  were  planned 
because  the  federal  budget  did  not  meet  the  spending  targets 
mandated  by  the  Gramm-Rudman-Hollings  law. 

The  cumulative  effect  of  funding  shortages  has  had  drama- 
tic consequences.  Several  of  VA's  172  hospitals  have  reduced 
their  number  of  beds  because  they  don't  have  the  money  to 
pay  for  staff  to  care  for  veterans.  Outpatient  services  in  many 
areas  of  the  country  are  nearly  non-existent.  In  an  era  when 
it's  vogue  on  Capitol  Hill  to  talk  about  reducing  our 
national  deficit  by  slashing  funding  for  "extravagant  pro- 
grams" such  as  veterans'  medical  care,  as  I  heard  one 
politician  say,  I  can  only  promise  that  The  American  Legion 
will  remain  vigilant  and  active  in  the  VA  budgeting  process. 
We  don't  seek  extravagances  for  America's  needy  veterans 
—  only  justice. 

Q-   What  should  be  done  for  aging  veterans? 

A Some  act  as  if  the  challenges  faced  by  aging  veterans  is 
■  a  distant  issue,  but  by  2000,  more  than  10  million 
veterans  will  be  65  or  older.  The  greatest  problem  will  be 
providing  these  veterans  with  proper  care  in  nursing  homes. 
If  it  weren't  for  state  veterans'  nursing  homes,  the  problem 
would  be  more  critical.  The  Legion  will  insist  that  Congress 
allocate  adequate  funds  for  aging  veterans'  services  and 
operation  of  VA's  Geriatric  Research,  Education  and  Evalua- 
tion Centers. 

Q-  Will  the  situation  in  Central  America  remain  an 
American  Legion  priority? 

A Certainly.  Economic  and  military  aid  to  fledgling 
■   democracies  in  Central  America  must  continue.  I  had

the  chance  to  visit  Honduras  and  Costa  Rica  and  see  how 
U.S.  aid  has  benefited  those  countries.  Free  market 
economies  are  evolving,  and  we've  seen  the  peaceful  transi- 
tions of  presidencies  in  El  Salvador,  Costa  Rica  and 
Nicaragua. 

One  success  story  the  Legion  has  a  part  in  was  the  election 
of  a  democratic  reformer,  Violeta  Chamorro,  who  ended  10 
years  of  repressive  rule  undej  Sandinista  leader  Daniel 
Ortega.  She's  an  incredible  woman  who  pulled  off  an  equally 
incredible  feat. 

Q.  What  role  should  the  United  States  play  in  Eastern 
Europe? 

A We  support  the  trend  for  democratization  of  Eastern 
■  European  nations.  Who  ever  dreamed  that  such  drama- 
tic changes  would  occur  and  that  the  Berlin  Wall  would  be 
torn  down  and  that  more  humanitarian  governments  would 
replace  brutal  communist  regimes?  We  hope  this  trend  con- 
tinues. 

But  there's  one  thing  we  cannot  neglect  amid  all  of  this 
change  and  that  is  our  own  national  security.  We  all  are  aware 
of  Gorbachev's  planned  reductions  in  manpower  and 
hardware,  but  there's  little  evidence  to  show  that  the  Soviet 
military  is  being  dismantled.  The  American  Legion's  policy 
tor  national  security  is  based  on  common  sense  and  what 
experience  has  taught  us.  We  must  not  negotiate  ourselves 
into  a  position  of  weakness.  We  must  maintain  peace  through 
strength. 

0.  What  accounts  for  the  Legion's  record  membership 
in  recent  years? 

A 'l  he  American  Legion  has  the  goods  that  no  other 
■  veterans'  organization  can  offer.  Our  organization 
represents  the  views  of  mainstream  America  in  many  ways. 
Equally  important  is  that  there  is  a  program  or  service  for  all 
interested  Legionnaires.  It's  important  that  we  sell  those 
goods  to  communities  across  the  nation,  telling  people  what 


The  American  Legion  is  all  about.  While  some  groups  have 
had  problems  maintaining  membership,  it's  important  to 
note  that  we've  experienced  continued  growth  and  topped 
3  million  members  for  the  second  consecutive  year. 

One  reason  for  our  growth  is  that  the  Legion  has  taken  the 
lead  on  a  number  of  issues  of  importance  to  veterans.  An 
example  is  what  we  have  done  in  forcing  the  government  to 
address  its  responsibility  to  Vietnam  veterans. 

Q-  Do  you  see  the  Legion's  role  at  the  local  and  national 
levels  changing  in  the  next  decade? 

Alt  will  become  necessary  for  the  Legion  to  take  a  more 
■  visible  role  in  the  public  eye.  The  further  away  we  get 
from  a  war  period,  the  more  our  elected  leaders  forget  about 
the  sacrifices  of  veterans  and  the  valuable  service  performed 
by  veterans'  groups. 

It  is  the  Legion's  responsibility  to  make  elected  leaders 
aware  of  the  many  challenges  faced  by  veterans.  We  also  have 
an  obligation  to  voice  our  concerns  on  other  national  issues. 
That's  why  we  took  the  lead  on  the  flag-amendment  issue 
and  why  we  devote  so  much  time  in  promoting  the  whole- 
some development  of  youths  through  our  many  programs. 
*    *  *

AGENT  ORANGE  LAWSUIT 


T 


HE  government  failed  to 
comply  with  the  law  when 
it  scrubbed  a  health  study 
of  Vietnam  veterans  ex- 
posed to  Agent  Orange, 
The  American  Legion 
alleges  in  a  civil  suit  filed 
against  various  govern- 
ment agencies. 
The  Legion  contends  the  government 
did  not  carry  out  studies 
ordered  by  Congress  in  1979. 
Named  as  defendants  in  their 
official  capacities  are:  Secre- 
tary of  Veterans  Affairs  Edward 
J.  Derwinski;  Secretary  of 
Health  and  Human  Services 
Louis  W.  Sullivan;  William  L. 
Roper,  Director  of  the  Centers 
for  Disease  Control  (CDC);  and 
Vernon  N.  Houk,  Director  of 
CDC's  Center  for  Environ- 
mental Health  and  Injury  Con- 
trol. 

The  suit,  which  was  brought 
on  behalf  of  three  Vietnam 
veterans  and  a  widow  of  a 
veteran  of  that  era,  alleges  the 
government's  failure  to  com- 
plete the  study  injured  them  by 
"depriving  them  of  scientific 
evidence  that  would  support 
entitlement  to  disability  com- 
pensation and  that  would  allow 
them  to  make  informed  deci- 
sions concerning  health  treatment  and 
procreation." 

"Since  1978,  we've  seen  veterans 
and  their  families  continue  to  suffer  and 
sometimes  die  from  unusual  illnesses 
and  diseases  we  are  convinced  are  due 
to  exposure  to  cancer-causing  dioxin  in 
Agent  Orange,"  said  then-National 
Commander  Miles  S.  Epling,  speaking 
at  a  news  conference  after  the  suit  was 
filed  in  U.S.  District  Court  in 
Washington,  D.C.  "Except  for  a  few 
minor  gains  earlier  this  year,  we  have 
watched  the  federal  government 
stumble  and  stonewall  on  the  issue  of 
Agent  Orange  for  more  than  12  years."

REVIEWED  —  Richard  Christian,  the  Legion's  Agent 
Orange  consultant,  told  reporters  that  spray  missions 
and  troop  movements  show  who  was  exposed. 


After  spending  more  than  $40  mil- 
lion—an amount  some  contend  could 
be  as  high  as  $60  million— the  CDC  in 
1987  said  that  it  could  not  complete  its 
Agent  Orange  study  because  it  couldn't 
find  enough  Vietnam  veterans  to  test, 
and  it  couldn't  prove  exposure  levels  to 
the  toxic  herbicide. 

Earlier  this  year,  Derwinski 
authorized  disability  compensation  to 
be  paid  to  Vietnam  veterans  suffering 
from  non-Hodgkins  lymphoma,  a 
decision  he  said  was  based  on  "com- 
passion" for  their  plight  rather  than 
scientific  evidence.  Following  the 
action,  he  also  ordered  that  compensa- 


tion be  paid  to  Vietnam  veterans  with 
soft-tissue  sarcomas. 

The  original  Agent  Orange  study  was 
to  be  carried  out  by  VA,  but  was  trans- 
ferred to  the  CDC  in  1983.  The  Legion 
long  has  said  the  government  dragged 
its  feet  in  conducting  the  study,  and 
predicted  that  it  would  not  be  com- 
pleted. 

Recently,  the  Legion's  position  was 
supported  by  the  retired  Chief 
of  Naval  Operations,  Adm. 
Elmo  Zumwalt  Jr. ,  who  alleged 
the  government  and  the  chem- 
ical industry  manipulated  infor- 
mation about  the  adverse  health 
effects  of  exposure  to  Agent 
Orange.  Zumwalt,  who  was 
appointed  by  Derwinski  as  a 
special  assistant  on  Agent 
Orange  in  1989,  said  the  CDC 
study  and  a  similar  project,  the 
U.S.  Air  Force  Ranch  Hand 
Study,  were  completely  without 
merit  (See  A  Disturbing  Bias, 
August  issue). 

"What's  so  incredible  about 
the  revelations  associated  with 
Agent  Orange  is  that  the  flawed 
scientific  studies  and  manipu- 
lated conclusions  are  not  only 
unduly  denying  justice  to  Viet- 
nam veterans,  but  they  are  now 
standing  in  the  way  of  full  dis- 
closure to  the  American  people 
of  the  likely  health  effects  of  exposure 
to  toxic  dioxins,"  Zumwalt  said  in  tes- 
timony before  the  House  Government 
Operations  subcommittee. 

The  Legion  proved  that  a  valid  study, 
comparing  exposure  levels  to  troop 
movements,  could  be  conducted.  The 
American  Legion  and  Columbia  Uni- 
versity Study  of  Vietnam  Veterans, 
research  that  spanned  more  than  five 
years,  used  the  same  data  available  to 
government  scientists,  and  found  that 
troop  locations  could  be  checked 
against  records  of  spray  operations.  The 
Legion  probe,  headed  by  Drs.

program  by  creatively  motivating  dele- 
gates, invigorating  their  patriotism, 
and  assisting  in  their  quest  to  learn 
about  our  government— and  waking 
them  up. 

"Boys  Nation  keeps  me  young,"  said 
78-year-old  Cason,  whose  easy  smile 
spreads  across  his  face.  "It  seems  every 
year,  we  have  a  better  bunch  of  kids." 

Each  summer  for  the  past  45  years, 
high  school  juniors  have  participated  in 
the  mock  government  program,  where 
they  conduct  senate  sessions,  create 
and  vote  on  legislation,  form  commit- 
tees and  elect  their  own  leaders.  But  the

purpose  of  Boys  Nation  is  not  merely  to 
pass  bills  or  to  win  elections.  By  par- 
ticipating in  a  microcosm  model  of  the 
U.S.  government,  delegates  learn  how 
to  pass  a  bill;  how  to  get  elected;  and 
how  our  government  works. 

Because  the  program  has  always 
been  conducted  in  or  near  Washington, 
D.C.,  delegates  also  witness  how  the 
U.S.  government  operates  when  they 
visit  their  senators  and  representatives 
on  Capitol  Hill.  During  a  visit  to  the 
White  House  in  July,  delegates  watched 
President  George  Bush  sign  the  Amer- 
icans With  Disabilities  Act  of  1990  in 
the  Rose  Garden. 

"This  will  be  a  taste  of  government," 
said  director  of  activities  Jack  Mercier, 
during  the  delegates'  orientation.

Bound  only  by  the  Boys  Nation 
rules,  Robert's  Rules  of  Order  and  their 
own  imaginations,  aspirations  and 
skills,  delegates  to  the  45th  Boys 
Nation  continued  this  tradition  of 
learning  government  and  patriotism 
begun  in  1946.  Originally  named  Boys 
Forum  of  National  Government,  the 
program  became  an  extension  of  the 
Boys  State  program  that  began 
developing  nationwide  after  the  Illinois 
Boys  State  program  started  in  1935.

students  must  be  high  school  juniors 
with  at  least  one  semester  of  school 
remaining.  Through  the  years,  Boys 
Nation  delegates  have  been  high  school 
leaders  — class  presidents,  high 
achievers  in  athletics  and  academics. 
The  best  of  the  best.  The  top  guns. 
Those  who  have  filled  the  Boys  Nation 
ranks  have  gone  on  to  become  senators, 
CEOs  and  astronauts. 

"The  leaders  of  tomorrow  assemble 
each  summer  at  Boys  Nation,"  said 
Americanism  Commission  Chairman 
Gary  W.  Sammons.  "Look  at  your  con- 
gressmen, look  at  today's  business 
leaders,  and  you'll  see  Boys  State  and 
Boys  Nation  graduates." 

During  the  past  summer's  program, 
July  20-28,  delegates'  hands-on  les- 
sons began  the  day  they  arrived  on  the

During  the  first  senate 
session,  a  delegate  must  be  elected 
senate  president  pro  tempore  to  manage 
the  senate  until  the  president  and  vice 
president  are  elected. 

"It's  exciting  to  see,"  said  Boys 
Nation  legislative  counselor  George 
Blume.  "The  first  senate  meeting  is  a 
measure  of  how  organized  a  group  of 
delegates  will  be." 

After  political  maneuvers  and  sev- 
eral close  votes,  Woodrow  B.  Taylor  of 
Choctaw,  Okla.,  was  elected  pro  tem-

pore.  "Because  of  Boys  Nation,  I  see  a 
brighter  future,"  Taylor  said  after  his 
election.  "The  American  Legion,  from 
all  Posts  to  Departments,  to  the 
national  level,  has  done  a  good  job  with 
this  program.  It  really  works  well.  This 
is  money  well  spent." 

The  American  Legion  provides  dele- 
gates with  meals,  uniforms,  lodging 
and  transportation  from  their  home- 
towns to  Marymount  University  and  to 
the  Washington,  D.C.,  area  tour  sites. 
Twenty-six  volunteers,  including 
Blume,  Mercier  and  Cason,  donate 
their  time  to  be  counselors  and  adminis- 
trators for  the  program.  Many  volun- 
teers take  vacations  from  their  jobs  to 
work  at  Boys  Nation.  Also  part  of  the 
Boys  Nation  volunteer  corps  are  junior 
counselors,  graduates  of  Boys  Nation 
who  return  to  assist  the  senior  coun- 
selors on  tours  and  answer  questions 
about  parliamentary  procedure. 

"The  junior  counselors  provide  a 
middle  ground  between  the  senior 
counselors  and  delegates,"  said  junior 
counselor  Harold  Worthington  from 
Grimesland,  N.C.  "We  are  close  to  the 
age  of  the  delegates  and  have  partici- 
pated in  the  program,  so  we  know  what 
the  delegates  should  expect  and  the 
questions  they  may  have." 

However,  none  of  the  counselors  tells 
what  topics  to  address  in  legislation  nor 
do  counselors  control  delegates',  meet- 
ings. The  delegates  are  free  to  make 
mistakes  and  learn  from  them.  Dele- 
gates can  also  make  their  own  rules 
about  decorum  in  meetings.  For 
example  this  year  the  National  Party 
committee  banned  sunglasses  and  food 
in  meeting  rooms.

When  American  Legion  Post  77  of 
Pleasantville,  N.Y. ,  selected  me  to 
attend  Boys  State,  I  was  deeply  hon- 
ored because  the  young  people  who 
attend  are  chosen  because  they  have 
demonstrated  leadership. 

It  didn't  take  us  long  to  learn  that  the 
Boys  State  administrators  wanted  a 
healthy  body  as  well  as  an  alert  mind. 
Each  day  at  5  a.m.  sharp  we  were 
awakened  for  physical  training  by 
a  broad-shouldered  Marine  Staff 
Sergeant  named  Perkins.  After  the  first 
day  of  grueling  exercise,  I  discovered 
soreness  in  muscles  I  never  knew  I  had. 

I  learned  how  to  march  and  run  to 
cadences  as  we  drilled  each  day  for  the 
competition  among  the  more  than  100 
boys  participating  in  the  mythical  state 
government.  I  had  never  run  three  miles 
in  my  life  before  that  week  at  Boys 
State,  but  somehow  it  seemed  easy 
because  you  were  running  as  a  team 
and  you  didn't  want  to  let  your  team- 
mates down. 

BUT  Boys  State  is  not  only  athletics. 
Foremost  is  the  opportunity  to 
form  political  parties,  conduct 
elections  and  serve  as  city,  county  and 
state  officials. 

As  a  member  of  the  National  Party,  I 
served  as  a  city  police  officer,  the  city 
parks  commissioner  and  the  county 
assistant  superintendent  of  schools.  As 
a  police  officer,  it  was  my  job  to  wake 
people  up  in  my  resident  hall.  As  parks 
commissioner,  I  ensured  the  "grounds" 
were  clean  in  my  building.  As  assistant 
superintendent  of  schools,  I  assisted  the 
superintendent  in  collecting  data  on 
what  the  Boys  Staters  thought  about  the 
program  and  how  it  could  be  improved.

Before  I  went  to  Boys  State,  I  was 
uncertain  of  my  role  in  American  soci- 
ety. At  Boys  State  I  came  to  understand 
it  better.  We  voted  for  the  people  we 
wanted  in  office  and  passed  legislation 
that  we  felt  was  important.  In  the 
assembly,  a  two-thirds  majority  passed 
a  resolution  that  condemned  the 
Supreme  Court  decision  in  Texas  v. 
Johnson. 

We  also  witnessed  the  assembly  and 
senate  override  the  Boys  State  gover- 
nor's veto  and  pass  a  bill  to  increase 
state  park  admissions  to  provide  more 
funds  for  the  "I  Love  New  York"  theme, 
which  promotes  tourism  in  New  York 
state.  We  learned  to  work  together  for 
the  welfare  of  all,  whether  your  job  was 
cleaning  the  kitchen  or  presiding  over 
the  Legislature. 

It  is  clear  to  me  why  The  American 
Legion  Boys  State  builds  young  lead- 
ers: those  who  attend  are  taught  to  be 
citizens  and  take  pride  in  responsibility, 
self-discipline  and  civic  awareness. 
What  I  learned  motivated  me  to  run  for 
president  of  the  student  body  at  my 
school— and  I  was  elected. 

I  will  always  remember  the  people  I 
met  there  and  the  experience  will 
remain  a  part  of  me,  wherever  I  go  and 
whatever  I  do.

Mass  Mailing  Announced 


IN  innovative, 
20  -  million- 
jpiece  direct 
|  mail  campaign 
'recently  has 
American  Legion  member- 
ship specialists  optimistic 
about  recruiting  200,000 
new  members  for  1991 . 

A  July  mailing  to  7  million 
men  35  years  and  older  was 
followed  by  9  million  more 
letters  in  September. 
Another  mass  mailing  of  5 
million  letters  is  scheduled 
Nov.  I  1-15,  according  to 
James  E.  Roodvoets,  the 
Legion's  Membership  Mar- 
keting Director.  The  Legion 
rented  10  million  names 
from  a  mailing-list  broker  for 
the  July  mailing,  but  after 
duplicate  addresses  and  cur- 
rent members'  addresses 
were  eliminated,  the  list  was 
reduced  to  7  million  names, 
Roodvoets  told  a  gathering 


of  Department  Command- 
ers, Adjutants  and  Member- 
ship Chairmen  at  the  annual 
National  Membership  Work- 
shop in  Indianapolis  last 
summer. 

Roodvoets  said  a  few 
duplicate  mailings  may 
occur  and  some  letters  still 
may  be  sent  to  current  mem- 
bers, but  such  occurrences 
are  becoming  rare.  The  let- 
ters include  a  response  box 
that  can  be  checked  for  those 
not  eligible  for  membership 
but  who  still  wish  to  con- 
tribute money  to  support 
Legion  services  and  issues 
such  as  protecting  the  U.S. 
Flag  and  seeking  help  for 
Vietnam  veterans  suffering 
from  problems  related  to 
Agent  Orange  exposure. 

Included  in  the  solicita- 
tion packet  is  a  letter  from 
the  National  Commander 
explaining  the  Legion's 


goals,  beliefs  and  a  summary 
of  its  achievements  through 
programs  that  reflect  the 
values  of  mainstream 
America.  The  membership 
solicitation  also  includes 
information  about  Legion 
insurance  policies  and  travel 
discounts  available  through 
the  Family  Benefit  Plan. 

The  direct  mail  campaign 
is  one  more  tool  used  to 
attract  membership  to  add 
to  the  already  more  than  3 
million  Legionnaires.  The 
Legion  also  placed  recruit- 
ment brochures  in  2,000 
supermarkets  nationwide.

Qa  Where  does  that  money  come 
from? 

A Mainly  from  users,  in  the  form  of 
■   user  fees. 

Q-  Are  user  fees  going  to  be  the 
favored  mode  of  financing  almost 
everything  in  the  transportation  field? 

A I  think  so.  This  approach  will  have 
■   to  be  a  very  significant  part  of  it. 

QB  Where  will  we  put  the  20  or  so 
major  new  airports  that  America 
appears  to  need? 

A There  is  room.  Denver  officials 
■  were  able  to  find  a  good  footprint 
for  theirs.  There  is  room  in  the  Chicago 
area,  if  they  decide  to  go  ahead  with  a 
third  airport.  There  is  also  room  for 
other  airports  throughout  the  country. 
Yet,  I  don't  think  you  will  see  major 
new  airports  being  built  in  heavily 
populated  areas. 

Q-  But  that  will  require  fast  new 
transportation  services  between  dis- 


tant airports  and  city  centers,  won't 
it? 

A.   Yes,  it  will. 

Q>   How  about  airport  noise? 

Alt's  a  very  big  issue,  and  it's  regu- 
■  lated  on  an  uneven  basis 
throughout  this  country.  One  of  the 
things  we  are  looking  at  in  developing 
an  overall  national  transportation 
policy  is  whether  there  should  be  some 
national  guidelines  on  noise  problems. 
Right  now  we  are  putting  the  American 
airline  industry  at  a  very  definite  com- 
petitive disadvantage  because  it  has  to 
adapt  to  standards  that  differ  from  city 
to  city.  That  may  be  an  area  where  an 
overall  national  policy  might  make 
some  sense. 

On  the  other  hand,  I  think  that  in 
most  areas,  national  policy  really 
should  be  an  overview  and  that  we  have 
to  get  more  state  and  local  involvement, 
not  only  in  the  financing  but  also  in 
operation  and  construction.  And  we 
have  to  get  less  government  regulation 
and  bureaucracy.  That's  what  we're 
going  to  strive  for. 

Q-  One  of  your  jobs  at  DoT  is  man- 
aging the  U.S.  Coast  Guard.  Is  DoT 
able  to  get  sufficient  attention  and 
funding  for  the  Coast  Guard? 

A The  Coast  Guard  has  always  had 
■  to  compete  for  funding,  when  it 
was  at  Treasury  as  well  as  here.  I  think 
that  they  have  done  all  right  this  year  in 
the  budget  process.  They  do  have  a 
national  defense  mission  and  they  are 
helped  by  the  defense  budget.  I  think 
the  Coast  Guard  continues  to  perform 
better  than  any  of  the  other  military 
services,  on  a  productive  basis.  It  is  a 
small  organization  and  it's  lean  and 
mean.  It  does  a  tremendous  job.  The 
Coast  Guard  knows  it  has  a  Secretary 
who  is  willing  to  fight  for  it.  More 
importantly,  the  Guard  knows  it  has  a 
President  who  appreciates  its  value. 

Q.  What  would  you  like  to  be 
remembered  for  after  you  have  com- 
pleted your  tour  at  DoT? 

A I  would  like  to  leave  a  system  and 
■  program  in  place  to  ensure  that 
our  transportation  system  in  the  21st 
century  is  as  good  as  the  one  we  have  in 
the  20th,  and  even  better.  I'd  like  one  of 
the  legacies  to  be  a  program  that  caused 
a  great  reinvestment  by  America  in  its 
transportation  system.  I  think  that  by 
doing  so,  we  will  also  expand  America's 
productivity  and  enhance  America's 
competitive  position  in  the  world— all 
of  which  will  lead  to  a  better  economy 
and  better  life  for  all  Americans.  □

She  said  Bastrop  had  six  physicians, 
but  three  left  when  the  hospital  closed. 
Of  the  three  remaining,  one  is  near 
retirement. 

"Only  one  doctor  does  obstetrics, 
and  we  don't  know  how  long  he  is  going 
to  continue  to  practice  because  of  the 
high  cost  of  his  liability  insurance." 

The  town  has  one  ambulance  with 
one  emergency  medical  technician. 
"But  if  the  ambulance  is  transporting  a 
patient  to  a  hospital  in  Austin  40  miles 
away,  it's  a  three-hour  turn  around.  If 
something  happens  at  one  end  of  town 
and  the  ambulance  is  at  the  other,  it  can 
be  disastrous,"  Cartelli  said. 

But  Bastrop  hasn't  sold  its  hospital. 
"We've  kept  it  ready  to  open,"  Cartelli 
said,  "but  there  is  no  way  the  town  can 
raise  tax  money  to  support  the  hospital. 
What  we  are  hoping  to  do  is  to  get  a 
grant  to  open  a  rural  emergency  center. 
A  rural  emergency  center  has  to  be 
supervised  by  a  physician,  but  it  can  be 
staffed  by  a  registered  nurse,  midwife 
or  emergency  medical  technician.  It  is 


open  24  hours  a  day  and  patients  can  be 
kept  up  to  three  days." 

In  addition  to  trauma  care,  a  major 
problem  in  rural  areas,  as  Cartelli 
pointed  out,  is  finding  obstetrical  care 
because  of  the  increasing  malpractice 
insurance  rates.  The  problem  affects  all 
rural  areas,  not  just  those  in  Texas.  The 
Naitonal  Rural  Health  Association 
reported  that  in  Colorado  alone,  21  per- 
cent of  the  state's  family  and  general 
practice  physicians  dropped  obstetrics 
in  the  past  five  years.  If  malpractice 
rates  were  to  rise  only  modestly,  66  per- 
cent of  the  rural  family  practitioners 
and  47  percent  of  the  rural  obstetricians 
said  they  would  stop  delivering  babies. 
That  would  leave  32  Colorado  counties 
with  no  obstetrical  care  and  an  addi- 
tional 15  counties  with  only  one  obstet- 
rical provider.  What  can  be  done  to  cure 
the  situation? 

Dr.  Charles  Huntington  of  the  Amer- 
ican Academy  of  Family  Practice  offers 
the  following  suggestions: 

•  "We  need  scholarships  to  get  doc- 
tors out  there,  and  we  have  to  offer 
financial  aid  such  as  deferred  student 
loan  payments,  medical  school  loan  for- 
giveness, practice  grants  and  tax 
exemptions  in  return  for  a  period  of 
service. 

•  "We  have  to  expand  state  medical

society  placement  services  and  disper- 
sion of  residency  programs  into  rural 
areas,  and  we  need  improved  communi- 
cation systems  linking  rural  facilities 
with  regional  hospitals. 

•  "We  need  programs  to  help  family 
physicians  cover  the  cost  of  malpractice 
insurance.  We  need  tort  reform  to 
reduce  unwarranted  lawsuits." 

Huntington  said  that  to  save  rural 
hospitals  and  physician  practices,  the 
federal  government  must  immediately 
end  the  discrimination  in  payments. 
"Communities,  hospitals  and  physi- 
cians must  plan  together  and  decide 
what  it  is  they  want  to  do,  and  map  out 
a  strategy.  We  believe  small  rural  hospi- 
tals are  a  better  place  to  work  than  large 
hospitals.  There  is  a  collegiality,  and 
doctors  feel  good  about  being  doctors 
and  nurses  feel  good  about  being 
nurses." 

Shattuck's  Evans,  a  graduate  of  the 
University  of  Oklahoma,  said,  "I  like 
the  ability  to  be  close  to  the  patients— 
to  decide  what  I  do  in  my  world." 

"There  is  an  effort  to  downsize  some 
rural  hospitals  into  other  types  of 
facilities  instead  of  allowing  them  to  be 
full-scale  hospitals,"  Size  said.  He  said 
most  of  the  larger  hospitals  have  con- 
tracts with  smaller  hospitals  and  help 
manage  them,  but  the  hospitals  are 
owned  and  operated  by  the  local  com- 
munity, and  some  of  them  have  become 
rural  emergency  centers  or  nursing 
facilities  instead  of  full-scale  hospitals. 

There  are  several  bills  pending  in 
Congress  to  try  to  remedy  the  major 
problems  faced  by  rural  hospitals  and 
physicians,  said  Sherry  Kaiman,  gov- 
ernment affairs  consultant  of  the 
National  Rural  Health  Association. 
Among  them  are: 

•  The  Rural  Hospital  Payment 
Equity  Act  of  1990,  introduced  by  Rep. 
Byron  Dorgan  of  North  Dakota  to 
equalize  the  standardized  amounts  paid 
to  hospitals  located  in  rural  and  urban 
areas.  If  Medicare  is  not  cut,  this  bill 
stands  a  good  chance,  Kaiman  said. 

•  The  Rural  Health  Improvement 
Act  of  1990  has  been  introduced  in 
Congress,  and  one  of  its  provisions 
would  eliminate  the  urban-rural  differ- 
ential by  January  1991 . 

•  The  Senate  and  House  both  have 
National  Health  Service  Corps  Revitali- 
zation  bills  which  are  designed  to 
encourage  doctors  to  practice  in  rural 
areas.  Kaiman  said  the  legislation  has 
high  congressional  priority  and  stands  a 
good  chance  of  getting  passed. 

The  political  debates  continue,  and 
rural  health  care  remains  imperiled.  In 
the  meantime,  we  need  citizens  who 
refuse  to  let  their  hospitals  die.  □ 
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BOYS  NATION 
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formal  as  parliamentary  procedure  or 
as  informal  as  an  occasional  shout. 
Between  readings  of  bills  or  during  vote 
tallies,  delegates  quietly  talked  about 
the  prospects  of  legislation  or  the 
expected  election  results. 

During  one  of  this  year's  senate  ses- 
sions, Myles  Cumberbatch,  a  junior 
counselor  from  Wyoming,  listened 
intently  to  the  debates,  shaking  his  head 
and  smiling,  while  he  thought  about  the 
Boys  Nation  he  attended  two  years  ago. 
"I'd  come  back  in  a  minute,"  he  said. 
"Man,  I  wish  I  was  out  there." 

The  bills  debated  and  voted  on  in  the 
senate  originate  in  the  delegates'  Boys 
State  programs  or  are  products  of  late- 
night  discussions  before  senate  meet- 
ings. The  legislative  process  is  similar 
to  that  of  the  U.S.  Senate.  The  Boys 
Nation  senate's  assignment  and 
calendar  committee  assigns  bills  to  one 
of  four  delegate  committees  for  recom- 
mendations. 

"The  most  impressive  aspect  of  Boys 
Nation  was  the  committee  meetings," 


said  Jerome  Loughridge  of  Duncan, 
Okla.,  who  was  later  elected  Boys 
Nation  president.  "We  were  able  to 
speak  freely.  In  the  smaller  groups, 
there  was  a  sense  of  the  knowledge  and 
feelings  of  the  other  delegates." 

The  1990  Boys  Nation  passed  1 1 
bills  and  three  resolutions.  The  topics 
of  the  bills  and  resolutions  were  com- 
piled in  a  booklet  and  sent  to  President 
Bush  as  a  barometer  of  the  concerns  of 
the  nation's  youths. 

"The  bills,  resolutions  and  issues 
debated  at  Boys  Nation  are  about  10 
years  ahead  of  their  time,"  Federalist 
Party  counselor  Doug  Mory  said  while 
he  watched  a  senate  session.  "It  usually 
takes  Congress  about  10  years  to  pass 
the  same  kinds  of  legislation  Boys 
Nation  will  pass." 

In  the  1990  Boys  Nation,  bill  topics 
ranged  from  education  improvement  to 
drug  law  enforcement  to  welfare 
reform.  Delegates  passed  such  legisla- 
tion as  S.B.  1,  which  discouraged 
dependence  on  welfare  payments 
through  "workfare"  and  encouraged  an 
education-intervention  program  for 
poor  children  and  youths.  Although 
delegates  frequently  disagreed  on  many 
bills,  one  often-shared  concern  was 
education. 

Because  of  their  varied  back- 


grounds, delegates  discovered  new 
opinions,  beliefs,  lifestyles,  and  by  the 
end  of  the  week,  new  friends.  Such 
variety  helped  the  Nationalist  Party 
platform  committee  include  in  its  plat- 
form a  concern  for  environmental 
issues.  Committee  members  solicited 
opinions  about  the  environment  from 
various  delegates. 

"The  best  part  of  Boys  Nation  is 
talking  to  people  from  other  parts  of  the 
country,"  said  Michael  H.  McMurray,  a 
delegate  from  Gardnerville,  Nev.  "I 
made  a  lot  of  new  friends  here,  and  I 
believe  I've  changed  quite  a  bit.  I  feel 
I'm  more  able  to  see  other  viewpoints 
objectively." 

Loughridge  agreed.  "We  passed 
some  very  important  legislation,  but 
the  most  important  part  of  Boys  Nation 
was  the  friendships  and  understanding 
that  were  cultivated  by  delegates. 

Through  the  diversity  also  emerged 
unity.  Based  on  impromptu  speeches, 
handshakes  and  late-night  conversa- 
tions, delegates  unified  to  elect  leaders. 
However,  political  deals  were  also  part 
of  the  Boys  Nation  learning  experience. 
For  example,  during  the  Nationalist 
Party  presidential  nomination  elec- 
tions, one  delegate  told  candidate  for 
president  Reuben  E.  Brigety  of 
Jacksonville,  Fla.,  that  he  would 
change  his  vote  in  favor  of  Brigety  for 
consideration  for  the  secretary  of  state 
position,  which  the  Boys  Nation  presi- 
dent later  appoints. 

Once  elected,  the  Boys  Nation  presi- 
dent and  vice  president  became  repre- 
sentatives of  the  1 990  Boys  Nation,  and 
each  will  receive  $1,500  scholarships. 
The  president  was  also  a  guest  at  The 
American  Legion  National  Convention 
in  Indianapolis  this  past  August.  The 
senate  president  pro  tempore  also 
received  a  $500  scholarship. 

When  the  delegates  at  Boys  Nation 
weren't  participating  in  elections, 
debates  or  writing  bills,  they  visited  the 
FBI  Building,  the  Vietnam  Veterans 
Memorial,  the  State  Department,  the 
Pentagon  and  the  Naval  Academy  at 
Annapolis,  Md.  Fatigue  from  their 
hectic  week  could  be  heard  in  their 
voices  during  the  last  senate  session,  as 
they  joined  an  elite  group  of  about 
4,400  other  Boys  Nation  graduates. 
During  the  graduation  ceremony, 
Cason  led  the  delegates  in  song  as  they 
swayed,  arm  in  arm.  That  night,  the 
delegates  said  their  goodbyes,  exchang- 
ed phone  numbers  and  hugged  each 
other. 

"I  believe  this  group  will  take  back 
the  enthusiasm  for  patriotism  and  a  true 
concern  for  the  future  of  the  country," 
Loughridge  said.  "We  learned  what  we, 
the  people,  can  do."  T.  Douglas  Donaldson  □ 
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and  Steven  Stellman,  found  a  high  rate 
of  medical  disorders  among  study  par- 
ticipants and  a  high  rate  of  miscarriages 
among  their  spouses. 

At  the  1990  Spring  Meeting,  the 
National  Executive  Committee 
approved  Res.  44,  authorizing  the 
Legion  to  file  the  suit  if  it  deemed  the 
action  necessary. 

"It  took  40  years  for  the  government 
to  pass  legislation  which  established 
compensation  for  World  War  II  veterans 
who  suffered  from  the  effects  of  atomic 
radiation  in  the  occupation  of  Japan 
and  in  testing,"  Epling  said.  "The 
Legion  led  the  long  fight  to  win  that 
compensation." 

The  Legion  lawsuit  asks  the  federal 
court  to  direct  that  a  legitimate,  scienti- 
fically valid  study  of  the  effects  of 
Agent  Orange  be  completed. 

This  is  the  first  time  in  the  Legion's 
71-year  history  that  it  has  sued  the 
government— but  it's  not  the  first  time 
the  organization  has  locked  horns  with 
the  government  over  needed  compensa- 


tion for  disabled  veterans. 

The  Legion  also  spearheaded  the 
drive  to  persuade  the  government  to 
compensate  World  War  II  sailors  and 
shipyard  workers  with  diseases  related 
to  exposure  to  asbestos. 

The  defendants  had  no  immediate 
comment  on  the  allegations.  However, 
Derwinski  said,  "I'm  surprised  and  dis- 
appointed by  the  actions  of  two  veter- 
ans' organizations  that  have  the  poten- 
tial to  slow  down  or  impede  significant 
progress  made  by  the  federal  govern- 
ment in  addressing  the  health  concerns 
of  Vietnam  veterans."  He  also  chided 
the  Legion  and  VVA  for  taking  "legal 
maneuvers"  that  he  said  would  inter- 
rupt the  "steady  progress"  VA  and  other 
agencies  are  making. 

"I'm  not  sure  what  progress  he's 
talking  about,"  Epling  said.  "If  the 
government  had  done  its  job  as  man- 
dated by  Congress  there  wouldn't  be 
any  need  for  litigation. 

"What  message  are  we  sending  to 
those  who  will  serve  tomorrow  if  we 
fail  to  protect  those  who  have  served 
before?  The  Vietnam  veterans  who  con- 
tinue to  suffer  from  the  effects  of  Agent 
Orange  look  to  The  American  Legion 
for  help  — not  just  compensation.  We 
owe  them  that,  and  that's  why  we  filed 

this  lawsuit."  By  Joe  Steteville  □ 
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base,  more  investment  opportunities, 
new  markets  for  products  and  profes- 
sional services,  and  sometimes  the 
transfer  of  new  technology." 

Once  Fulton  Carroll's  tenants  begin 
to  thrive,  they  leave  the  nest,  usually 
after  four  to  five  years.

For  exam- 
ple, several  states  have  passed  legisla- 
tion that  includes  funding,  financial 
breaks,  loan  assistance  and  model 
incubator  and  technical  assistance  pro- 
grams. 

This  bodes  well  for  the  future  of 
incubators,  because  they  help  new 
businesses  find  their  wings.

six  months,  may  go  as  high  as  $120  a 
thousand.  A  list  may  be  rented  out  as 
many  times  as  75  or  100  a  year. 

In  other  words,  entrants  who  actually 
subscribe  or  buy  a  product  are  likely  to 
find  their  mailboxes  well  stuffed  with 
literature  for  some  time  to  come. 

Sweepstakes  are  operated  in  two 
ways.  Some  state  that  "all  prizes  will  be 
awarded." That  means  that  the  drawing 
is  based  on  entries  actually  received, 
and  has  the  greater  integrity.  The  other 
way  includes  a  statement  that  the  prize 
has  already  been  awarded  and  you  may 
already  be  the  winner,  if  you  enter.  In 
that  case,  the  benefit  to  the  person  run- 
ning the  contest  is  that  if  some  of  the 
winning  numbers  are  not  submitted, 
those  prizes  need  not  be  given  away. 

Some  contests  require  a  lot  of  fussing 
around  — pasting  stickers  here  and 
there,  inserting  piece  A  into  slot  B. 
Contest  designers  call  these  "involve- 
ment devices,"  and  annoying  as  they 
may  be,  for  some  reason  they  seem  to 
significantly  increase  response. 

One  thing  is  certain,  whatever  rules 
the  sponsor  imposes  on  the  entrant, 
each  and  every  requirement  must  be 
met  exactly.  If  not,  winners  will  be 
disqualified.  The  slightest  impropriety 
could  bring  postal  authorities  swarm- 
ing. And  for  all  the  sponsor  knows,  an 
improper  entry  could  be  a  decoy  from 
the  FTC  or  post  office. 

Nevertheless,  chicanery  is  on  the 
rise,  and  some  unscrupulous  dealers  try 
to  lure  buyers  with  come-ons  like,  "You 
have  definitely  won  a  fabulous  prize!" 
Two  years  ago,  Sweepstakes  Clearing 
House,  trading  on  a  name  similar  to 
Publishers  Clearing  House,  mailed 
thousands  of  "prize  notifications"  tel- 
ling people  they  had  already  won.  What 
respondents  got  was  a  "consolation 
prize"— a  credit  voucher  of  $50  to  $320 
toward  purchase  of  a  TV  set  or  luggage. 
The  Texas  Attorney  General  brought 
suit. 

The  sweeps  boom  has  been  a 
windfall  for  the  handful  of  firms  that 
run  most  of  the  promotions  for  corpo- 
rate sponsors.  The  biggest  is  said  to  be 
Don  Jagoda  Associates. 

Not  all  sweeps  are  in  the  million- 
dollar  category,  and  not  all  come  by 
mail.  Some  pull  as  few  as  10,000 
entries,  said  Jagoda,  whose  company 
has  run  contests  for  steam  turbines, 
horse  liniment  and  lawn  fertilizer. 


What  Jagoda  finds  is  that  although  an 
extravagant  grand  prize  draws  atten- 
tion, the  pressure  is  on  now  to  offer 
unique,  innovative  prizes— say  a  trip  to 
Hollywood  and  an  appearance  on  a  TV 
show  or  in  a  movie.  The  trick,  though, 
is  to  avoid  making  variations  too 
offbeat.  Not  many  who  entered  the 
Benson  &  Hedges  1 00s  contest  a  couple 
of  years  ago  coveted  such  prizes  as  100 
pounds  of  chopped  liver  or  100  feet  of 
picket  fence,  Jagoda  recalls.  And  even 
fewer  were  attracted  by  the  offer  of  a 
100-year-old  secretary.  "We  meant  an 
antique  desk,  but  people  may  have  sus- 
pected we'd  send  along  some  dodder- 
ing old  lady." 

Jagoda  believes  that  chances  of  win- 
ning are  better  than  most  people  think, 
especially  if  they  stick  with  contests 
that  draw  relatively  few  entrants,  for 
example,  those  that  run  for  just  a  short 
time,  receive  little  publicity  and  are 
open  to  people  in  a  limited  geographi- 
cal area.  "Some  sponsors  don't  have  the 
capability  for  extensive  advertising; 
their  promotions  will  receive  far  fewer 
entries,  which  makes  the  odds  of  win- 
ning terrific  for  the  contestant. 

"You  also  have  the  opportunity  to 
change  the  odds  with  multiple  entries," 
he  suggests.  "If  a  contest  generates 
100,000  entries,  with  100  prizes,  and 
you  submit  100  entries,  your  chances 
are  greatly  enhanced,"  Jagoda  said. 

But  postage  is  not  cheap,  and  few 
have  that  much  spare  time.  Robert 
Gable,  a  Cleveland  stockbroker,  tried 
inundating  the  sweeps  one  year  with 
7,000  entries.  His  blitzkrieg  concen- 
trated on  300  contests,  and  he  won  72 
prizes  worth  probably  $1,000,  a  lot  of 
it  junk.  He  figures  he  spent  $2,100  on 
the  campaign.  His  biggest  prize  was 
$500  cash. 

Victory  can  bring  its  own  problems. 
The  Internal  Revenue  Service  will  share 
the  take,  minus  postage  and  other 
expenses  of  winning.  But  expenses 
can't  total  more  than  winnings.  Contest 
sponsors  must  report  to  the  IRS  any 
prize  with  a  fair  market  value  of  more 
than  $600. 

In  the  final  tally,  perhaps  the  luckiest 
of  winners  —  if  he  can  pull  it  off— 
could  be  Robert  LeRoy  Ele,  whose  cur- 
rent address  is  Utah  State  Prison.  He 
filed  suit  against  Ed  McMahon  and 
Publishers  Clearing  House  for  not  let- 
ting him  enter  the  sweepstakes. 

Repeatedly  he  asked  for  entry  pack- 
ets, he  claimed,  and  his  requests  were 
ignored.  He'd  like  $6  million  to  com- 
pensate for  having  his  civil  rights 
violated. 

The  odds  have  not  yet  been  posted  on 
his  chances  of  winning  the  suit.  □

as  it  reels  under  the  weight  of  a  massive 
military  budget;  a  disregard  for  the 
importance  of  verification  of  interna- 
tional agreements;  a  dismantling  of 
Western  defenses  in  ways  that  would 
make  them  difficult  or  impossible  to 
reconstruct  should  the  need  arise  — 
these  are  the  new  threats. 

Our  mission  now  is  to  fight  an  impro- 
vident, dangerous  euphoria.  That 
should  prove  easier  than  preparing  to 
fight  the  Soviet  divisions  whose  east- 
ward movement  we  now  anticipate 
celebrating— not  so  much,  by  the  way, 
because  we've  sent  an  army  of  dip- 
lomats to  Vienna,  but  because  the 
emerging  independent  nations  of  East- 
ern Europe  are  quite  determined  to 
throw  them  out. 

There  is  a  second  threat  that  is  also 
much  diminished.  That  is  the  threat  of  a 
massive  Soviet  nuclear  strike  against 
the  strategic  retaliatory  forces  of  the 
United  States  — a  strike  that  would 
entail  thousands  of  nuclear  weapons 
exploding  on  American  territory.  In  the 
last  few  years  Soviet  attitudes  toward 
nuclear  weapons  have  been  evolving 
away  from  the  contemplation  of  a  mas- 
sive, disarming  strike  mounted  in 
peacetime  and  prepared  in  secrecy.  The 
days  are  past  when  Soviet  doctrine  con- 
sidered that  nuclear  weapons  differed 
little  from  conventional  ones. 

This  should  enable  us  to  reduce  the 
amount  we  must  invest  to  provide  a  high 
degree  of  deterrence  against  a  massive 
surprise  Soviet  nuclear  attack.  But  we 
can  only  do  that  safely  if  we  adopt  sensi- 
ble principles  to  guide  the  shaping  of  a 
diminished  defense  budget.  And  we 
cannot  do  it  at  all,  of  course,  if  we  now 
succumb  to  the  siren  call  of  the 
unilateralists  and  pacifists  whose 
policies,  had  we  followed  them,  would 
have  kept  the  Cold  War  going  or  even 
allowed  the  Soviet  bloc  to  win  it. 

The  rapidity  of  recent  change  should 
humble  us  as  we  make  sweeping  pre- 
dictions, although,  if  experience  is  any 
guide,  it  will  spur  more  people  to  rash- 
ness than  it  will  temper  with  caution. 
My  vote  is  for  caution  as  we  greet 
the  millennium  and  divvy  up  the 
"peace  dividend."  That  caution  has  to 
do  with  the  instability  that  has  resulted 
from  Moscow's  loosening  grip  — not 
only  in  Eastern  Europe,  but  in  the 
USSR  itself. 

Mikhail  Gorbachev  has  set  in  motion 
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centrifugal  forces  that  have  reawakened 
old  ethnic  and  national  allegiances.  In 
Lithuania,  Latvia,  Estonia,  Georgia, 
Azerbaijan,  Moldavia  and  elsewhere, 
there  are  hapless,  restive  people  who 
have  suffered  under  Soviet  imperial 
domination.  They  see  what  is  going  on 
in  Eastern  Europe.  They  have  seen  the 
hammer  and  sickle  torn  from  national 
flags;  seen  statues  and  regimes  toppled, 
tyrants  shot  or  imprisoned. 

No  one  can  say  where  this  will  lead. 
But  an  unstable  Soviet  empire  could  be 
a  dangerous  place.  We've  waited  a  long 
time  for  an  opportunity  to  throw  off  the 
burdens  of  providing  security  for  our- 
selves and  our  allies.  We  would  be  wise 
to  wait  a  little  longer  before  confidently 
predicting  that  we  can  afford  to  be  weak 
in  the  face  of  uncertainty. 

So  how  then  should  we  shape  the 
defense  budget  to  take  full  and  creative 
account  of  the  political  changes  in  East- 
ern Europe  and  the  beginning  of  a 
change  in  attitude— not  yet  matched  by 
a  change  in  investment— in  the  Soviet 
Union?  How  can  we  manage  the  cuts  in 
defense  spending  that  everyone  knows 
are  coming  in  a  way  that  protects  our 
security  while  encouraging  further 
change  in  the  Soviet  Union? 

Two  principles  should  guide  the  shap- 
ing of  a  national  strategy  and  the 
defense  budget  that  goes  along  with  it. 

•  First,  we  should  reduce  the  force 
structure  to  reflect  the  lessened  Warsaw 
Pact  threat  while  maintaining  the  qual- 
ity of  the  smaller  residual  force,  espe- 
cially as  regards  the  cadre  necessary  to 
re-establish  larger  forces,  should  that 
become  necessary. 

•  Second,  we  should  protect  research 
and  development  and  the  defense  indus- 
trial base  so  that  we  can  reconstitute 
advanced  military  capabilities,  should 
the  need  arise. 

The  application  of  these  two  princi- 
ples would  mean  a  cut  in  overall  mili- 
tary forces,  especially  ground  forces,  to 
assure  that  a  smaller  armed  forces  will 
be  adequately  equipped,  trained  and 
poised  for  rapid  growth,  if  our  hopes  for 
a  less  menacing  Soviet  Union  should  be 
disappointed. 

It  may  mean  foregoing  some  planned 
weapons  systems  now  under  develop- 
ment on  the  grounds  that  the  increased 
risk  in  the  near  term  of  "making  do" 
with  the  current  generation  of  equip- 
ment is  manageable  while  the  future  is 
murky.  It  is  this  murkiness  that  so 
clearly  counsels  caution. 

Some  of  the  new  weapons  should  be 
continued.  The  B-2  aircraft  is  one.  So  is 
the  Trident  II.  Neither  the  Midgetman 
nor  the  rail  mobile  MX  is  now  essential; 
the  current  generation  of  ICBMs 


should  prove  adequate  for  the  next  few 
years. 

The  same  should  hold  true  for  some 
conventional  weapons  systems;  making 
do  with  the  current  generation  should 
not  entail  an  intolerable  risk  while  we 
press  ahead  with  R&D  and  develop  a 
better  sense  of  how  the  world  is  evolv- 
ing. A  new  tactical  fighter  aircraft 
should  probably  be  delayed  at  this 
moment  but  it  would  be  wise  to  develop 
a  future  fighter  down  the  road. 

And  there  is  one  program  in  which 
we  should  be  investing  more  rather  than 
less:  SDL  As  the  prospect  of  nuclear 
proliferation  draws  closer  we  should  be 
reminded  that  the  threat  is  neither  ex- 
clusively Soviet  nor,  for  that  matter, 


exclusively  deliberate.  There  are  third 
countries  and  there  are  accidents  and 
these  two  reasons  alone  would  justify  a 
vigorous  research  and  development 
program  to  push  back  even  further  the 
frontiers  that  have  recently  been  yield- 
ing to  impressive  research  results.  A 
serious  program  of  R&D  reoriented 
toward  limited,  partial  defenses  can 
and  should  go  forward  even  in  the  face 
of  a  shrinking  defense  budget. 

The  Cold  War  was  won  by  under- 
standing that  the  world  can  be  a  danger- 
ous place,  that  national  strength  is  cru- 
cial to  national  security.  That  war  may 
be  over,  but  the  vision  that  brought  us 
victory  will  be  needed  to  protect  the 
peace.  □

the  entry  on  Line  9  and  multiply  it  by 
the  Multiplier  B  entry  that  corresponds 
to  the  number  of  years  remaining  until 
you  retire.  That'll  tell  you  the  amount 
you'll  have  to  save  each  year.  For  exam- 
ple, assume  that  the  size  of  the  retire- 
ment fund  you  must  create  (your  line  9 
figure)  is  $100,000  and  you  plan  to 
retire  in  15  years.  The  Multiplier  B 
value  for  15  years  is  .054.  Multiplying 
$100,000  by  .054  yields  $5,400. That's 
the  amount  you  have  to  save  each  year 
to  reach  your  retirement  objective. 

On  Line  11,  enter  the  amount  you 
currently  save  each  year.  If  line  1 1  is 
equal  to  or  greater  than  Line  10,  stop. 
You're  doing  fine  and  you  don't  have  to 
change  a  thing.  You're  saving  enough 
each  year  to  provide  for  a  comfortable 
retirement.  If  Line  10  is  greater  than 
Line  11,  subtract  Line  11  from  Line  10 
and  place  the  result  on  Line  12.  That's 
your  bottom  line,  the  additional  amount 
you'll  have  to  save  each  year,  starting 
right  now,  in  order  to  achieve  your 


retirement  goals. 

Now  that  you  know  how  much  you 
have  to  save  each  year,  where' s  the  best 
place  to  put  your  savings? 

Savings  Account.  For  safety,  you  can't 
beat  federally  insured  banks.  They 
carry  $100,000  of  U.S.  government 
deposit  insurance  per  account.  The 
federal  government  also  issues  Treas- 
ury Bills,  which  mature  in  three  to  six 
months;  Treasury  Notes,  which  mature 
in  one  to  10  years;  and  Treasury  Bonds, 
which  mature  in  10  to  30  years.  U.S. 
Treasury  Securities  can  be  purchased 
directly  from  the  Federal  Reserve 
Bank.  For  details,  write  to  the  Bureau 
of  Public  Debt,  Dept.  F. ,  Washington, 
DC  20239-0001. 

Stocks.  Historically,  stocks  offer  the 
highest  rate  of  return,  if  you  buy  the 
right  stocks.  Since  prognosticating  the 
financial  prospects  of  individual  com- 
panies can  be  a  time-consuming  proc- 
ess and  requires  considerable  expertise, 
don't  try  to  invest  in  stocks  without  a 
good  broker. 

Although  investing  in  stocks  can 
sometimes  yield  very  handsome  prof- 
its, small  investors  are  at  a  distinct 
disadvantage.  Because  you  normally 
have  to  buy  100  shares  of  stock  at  a 
time,  it's  hard  to  build  a  diversified 


portfolio.  There  are  a  few  brokerage 
firms  that  still  allow  small  investors  to 
buy  fractional  shares  on  a  monthly 
investment  plan  but  they're  getting 
scarcer.  For  small  investors,  the  best 
way  to  invest  in  the  stock  market  is 
through  a  mutual  fund. 

Mutual  Funds.  A  mutual  fund  is  a 
convenient  way  to  invest  in  the  stock 
market.  Along  with  other  investors,  you 
purchase  shares  of  the  mutual  fund  and 
the  mutual  fund  invests  your  money  in 
a  diversified  portfolio  of  stocks.  Mutual 
fund  shares  can  be  purchased  from 
stock  brokers  or  directly  from  mutual 
fund  companies.  Mutual  funds  bought 
through  brokerages  are  sold  with  a  com- 
mission or  "load."  No  commission  or 
"no-load"  mutual  funds  must  be  pur- 
chased directly  from  the  mutual  fund 
company.  Many  brokers  and  mutual 
funds  are  listed  in  your  phone  book  and 
the  financial  pages  of  your  local  news- 
papers. 

Bonds.  Corporate  bonds  are  public 
borrowings  by  public  corporations. 
Bonds  are  issued  in  face  amounts  of 
$1,000  and  pay  a  specified  rate  of 
return.  The  issuing  corporation  agrees 
to  pay  interest  on  your  investment  for  a 
specified  period  of  time  and  is  then 
obligated  to  fully  repay  your  loan. 
Whether  a  particular  bond  is  a  good 
investment  depends  on  the  interest 
being  offered  and  the  financial  pros- 
pects of  the  company.  Like  stocks, 
bonds  are  best  bought  through  a  reputa- 
ble broker.  To  obtain  the  benefits  of 
diversification,  you  can  buy  shares  in 
mutual  funds  that  invest  in  bonds.  All 
the  mutual  fund  companies  that  sell 
stock  mutual  funds  also  sell  bond 
mutual  funds. 

Individual  Retirement  Accounts  (IRAs). 
Under  present  tax  law,  if  you  are  not  a 
participant  in  a  retirement  plan  of  some 
type,  you're  permitted  to  contribute 
$2,000  per  year  into  an  IRA.  Your  IRA 
contribution  is  fully  deductible  if  you're 
single  and  earn  less  than  $25,000  or 
married  and  earn  less  than  $40,000. 
People  earning  more  may  be  eligible  for 
a  partial  tax  reduction.  The  increase  in 
the  value  of  your  IRA  account  is  not 
taxed  until  you  retire.  IRA  contribu- 
tions can  be  invested  in  stocks,  mutual 
fund,  bank  CDs,  etc.  You  can  begin 
making  withdrawals  from  your  IRA 
after  you  reach  age  59 Vi.  Withdrawals 
are  taxed  as  regular  income.  An  IRA 
account  is  an  excellent  mechanism  for 
accumulating  a  retirement  fund 
because  your  investment  enjoys  tax- 
free  compounding,  which  accelerates 
its  growth. 

401  (k)  Plans.  If  your  company  has  a 
401  (k)  plan  and  you  are  eligible  to

Like  an  IRA  account,  the  increase  in  the 
value  of  your  401  (k)  contributions  is 
not  taxed  until  you  begin  making  with- 
drawals. In  1990,  the  maximum  401  (k) 
contribution  is  $7,979  but  restrictions 
may  apply.  Contributions  to  a  401  (k) 
plan  are  made  with  pre-tax  dollars,  and 
your  40 1  (k)  contributions  reduce  your 
taxable  income.  Think  of  a  401  (k)  plan 
as  a  super  IRA. 

Annuities.  In  return  for  one  or  more 
payments  made  to  the  insurance  com- 
pany that  sells  you  an  annuity,  it  will 
pay  you  a  monthly  benefit  until  you 
die,  beginning  immediately,  or  at  a 
specified  time  in  the  future.  Annuity 
payments  terminate  upon  your  death.

Contributions  to  an  annuity  earn 
interest  at  a  fixed  or  variable  rate, 
depending  upon  the  type  of  annuity 
purchased.

Life  Insurance.  Life  insurance  can 
serve  not  only  to  provide  your  family 
with  financial  protection  in  the  event  of 
your  death,  but  can  also  be  used  as  a 
vehicle  for  accumulating  retirement 
funds.  Many  life  insurance  products  on 
the  market  today  allow  you  to  contrib- 
ute more  than  what's  needed  to  cover 
your  insurance  premium,  enabling  the 
insurance  company  to  invest  the  bal- 
ance for  you.  Like  an  annuity,  the 
increase  in  the  cash  value  or  "build-up" 
of  your  life  insurance  policy  is  not  taxed 
until  you  access  the  funds.  Should  you 
die  before  accessing  the  build-up,  the 
money  passes  to  your  beneficiary  tax 
free.  Otherwise,  you  can  borrow 
against  or  withdraw  the  cash  value  of 
your  insurance  policy,  when  death  pro- 
tection is  no  longer  a  primary  concern. 
At  death,  loans  are  deducted  from  pro- 
ceeds, but  policies  may  be  surrendered 
for  cash,  which  may  be  reinvested. 
Cash  withdrawals  from  a  life  insurance 
policy  in  excess  of  the  premiums 
you've  paid  in  are  treated  as  regular 
income  and  taxed  accordingly.  □ 
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from  liability  claims  —  not  those  who 
have  suffered  from  its  use. 

They  want  to  blame  our  rights  for 
escalating  insurance  rates  because  they 
want  to  curtail  our  rights.  And  the  law- 
suit debate  provides  a  diversion  from 
the  true  cause  of  insurance  price-goug- 
ing —  the  insurance  industry's  unique 
exemption  from  state  and  federal  anti- 
trust laws. 

It  all  boils  down  to  profit.  Ironically, 
the  insurance  industry  doesn't  need 
more  money.  As  60  Minutes  reported, 
insurers  raked  in  "a  profit  of  $8 1  billion 
during  the  10-year  so-called  lawsuit 
crisis." 

Americans  are  justified  in  their  anger 
over  rising  insurance  premiums.  Con- 
gress and  state  legislatures  should 
repeal  the  special  exemptions  insur- 
ance companies  have  from  anti-trust 
laws.  Insurance  companies  should  open 
their  books  to  the  public.  But  anyone 
who  impinges  our  constitutional 
rights  should  be  viewed  with  great 
skepticism.  □

Street.  The  ramifications  of  this  imbal- 
ance can  be  chilling.  The  Brady  Task 
Force,  which  investigated  the  stock 
market  crash  of  October  1987,  con- 
cluded that  the  disaster  was  set  in 
motion  by  the  dumping  of  U.S.  securi- 
ties and  T-bills  on  the  Tokyo  Exchange. 

A  look  at  the  international  technol- 
ogy trade  reveals  a  similar  trend. 
America  once  accounted  for  almost  90 
percent  of  emerging  technology.  By 
1975,  that  figure  had  dipped  to  75  per- 
cent, and  by  1985,  to  just  half.  Projec- 
tions put  the  number  as  low  as  33  per- 
cent by  1995. 

Conversely,  Japan  is  hurtling  towards 
the  vanguard  of  scientific  innovation. 
Already,  the  Japanese  all  but  own  the 
world  market  for  superconductors.  It's 
possible  that  our  existence  as  a  first- 
rank  power  depends  on  the  continued 
availability  of  Japanese  microchips. 

While  not  all  observers  agree  on  that 
score,  there's  no  arguing  that  Japan's 
scientific  savvy,  combined  with  its 
financial  clout,  has  put  Japan  in  the 
technological  driver's  seat. 

Is  Japan  bent  on  economic  conquest  of  the 
United  States  in  reprisal  for  its  defeat  in 
World  War  II? 

Under  this  theory,  Japanese  trade 
policy  of  the  past  few  decades  has  been 
a  calculated  plot:  First  they  undermine 
our  economy,  then  they  buy  up  our 
buildings  and  businesses,  then  they  take 
us  over. 

Once  considered  "redneck  wisdom," 
this  vision  of  contemporary  Japan  has 
been  gaining  favor  among  industrialists 
and  scholars.  Historian  Arthur 
Schlesinger  wrote  in  The  Wall  Street 
Journal,  "Japan  is  considerably  less 
repentant  than  Germany  about  its 
aggressions  and  atrocities  of  half  a 
century  ago  and  very  likely  more  driven 
by  the  desire  for  vindication  and  even 
perhaps  for  revenge." 

To  be  sure,  Japanese  firms  some- 
times act  with  contempt  for  our  feelings 
and  national  interests.  In  1987,  Toshiba 
channeled  secret  American  metal-mil- 
ling technology  to  the  Soviets,  advanc- 
ing Russian  sub  know-how  by  as  much 
as  a  decade.  The  loss  may  cost  us  $30 
billion  to  counteract.  Although  such 
betrayals  may  fall  short  of  proving  that 
Japan  is  an  enemy,  they  lend  credence 
to  the  perception  of  the  Japanese  as  a 
greedy  lot  who  just  don't  care  about  us. 

And  yet,  if  the  Japanese  are  out  to  get 
us,  we're  certainly  doing  our  part  to 
help  them  along.  Numerous  states 
aggressively  solicit  Japanese  investment, 
sending  ombudsmen  overseas  with 
lavish  gifts  and  promises  of  favored 
treatment.  And,  noted  Davidson,  no

one  forces  American  consumers  to 
"buy  Japanese." 

If  there's  a  solution  to  such  vexing 
frictions,  it  appears  to  lay  in  the  words 
of  U.S.  Trade  Representative  Carla 
Hills.  "We  need  to  stress  cooperation, 
not  confrontation,"  said  Hills. 

Japan  does  seem  to  be  coming 
around  with  respect  to  its  trade 
policies.  Gradually,  the  tariffs  and 
other  protectionist  devices  are  being 
phased  out.  In  1989  alone,  the  nation's 
imports  were  up  more  than  35  percent, 
and  Japan's  parliament  recently  voted 
to  allow  the  import  of  U.S.  supercom- 
puters, satellites  and  certain  building 
materials. 

For  our  part,  we  must  learn  to  control 
our  reactions  to  "the  Japanese  menace" 
and  accept  that,  in  all  likelihood,  the 
futures  of  the  United  States  and  Japan 
are  inextricably  entwined.  In  Califor- 
nia, for  example,  2,500  subsidiaries  of 
Japanese  firms  account  for  $31  billion 
in  investments  and  about  70,000  jobs. 
California  also  ships  $8  billion  worth  of 
exports  to  Japan,  including  almost  a 
third  of  its  agricultural  output.  "There's 
just  too  much  at  stake  for  us  to  even 
contemplate  cutting  each  other  off," 
said  Sen.  Pete  Wilson. 

Ideally,  that  partnership  would  be 
one  in  which  neither  side  stubbornly 
insisted  on  calling  all  the  shots.  Former

Nakasone  once  characterized  the 
relationship:  "You  be  the  pitcher,"  he 
told  President  Ronald  Reagan,  "and  I'll 
be  the  catcher.  But  once  in  a  while,  the 
pitcher  must  listen  to  the  catcher's  good 
advice." 

Nor  would  it  hurt  for  us  to  give  credit 
where  credit  is  due.  Japan's  status  as  a 
trading  power  undeniably  has  yielded  a 
host  of  benefits  for  American  consum- 
ers: more  variety,  better  quality  and 
lower  prices.  "In  most  cases  where 
Japan  now  enjoys  dominance,  U.S.  pro- 
ducers simply  failed  to  recognize  the 
need  in  consumers  until  it  was  too  late," 
said  Davidson.  This  was  true  in  the 
1960s  when  Japan  began  importing  so- 


called  "dollar  blouses,"  and  it  remains 
true  of  the  trends  towards  fuel-efficient 
cars,  compact  stereo  systems  and 
technologically  advanced  televisions. 

Above  all,  those  who  would  sound 
the  death  knell  for  America  should 
realize  that  foreign  businessmen  con- 
tinue to  be  optimistic  about  the  United 
States  and  the  "pioneer  spirit"  praised 
by  no  less  than  Nakasone  himself.  Ironi- 
cally, no  better  proof  of  this  exists  than 
the  continuing  flood  of  foreign  invest- 
ment in  America. 

As  Lee  Iacocca  once  put  it,  "That 
wouldn't  happen  if  people  thought  the 
country  was  going  to  hell  in  a  hand 
basket."  □

No  other  has  had  as  long  an 
experience  with  federalism,  and  that 
peculiar  mix  of  local  with  national  gov- 
ernment, for  which  most  of  the  pluralis- 
tic world  now  struggles. 

Our  founders  called  our  system  novus 
ordo  seclorum,  the  new  order  of  the 
ages,  and  dared  to  hope  that  one  day  all 
nations  would  repair  to  its  wisdom. 
They  did  not  speak  of  American  rights, 
but  of  natural  rights.  To  have  seen  1989 
would  have  filled  them  with  joy. 

A  democratic  republic  built  on 
checks  and  balances  and  respectful  of 
individual  rights;  an  innovative  and  free 
capitalist  economy;  and  an  open  and 
pluralistic  culture  — the  influence  of 
American  ideas  has  never  been  greater 
around  the  world  than  in  this  age  of 
instantaneous  and  universal  communi- 
cations. 

And  yet  all  around  at  home,  in  the 
universities,  in  the  media,  we  hear 
pessimistic  talk  of  American  decline. 
If  this  is  decline,  I  can't  wait  to  see 
progress.  □
